Gov. Curley and the executive council 
last nlgUmi'tually ordered the state 
racing commission to suspend the five 
dog race tracli pormlls nircady granted 
under tlie new pari-mutucl betting lnw 
and to conduct public Jiearinga for the 
residents of each section of the com- 
monwealth in which permits are sojight. 

Informed by Atty.-Gen. Paul A. De- 
ver that the council lacks the authorify 
to compel the commission to suspend 
the protested licciLses, the eight coun- 
cilloi's voted unanlmoasly to adopt the 
following resolution: 
, "It was the sense of the council that 
the racing commission be notified that 
;io permits for dng racing be allowed 
ntil a hearing has been granted to 
he residents of the Bection in whichi 
t is proposed that the dog racing per-! 
nits be located, and that where per-! 
Imtts have been granted, that they be] 
[suspended until such a hearing," 

Although this unanimous exprtsslon 
of council opinion is not necessarily! 
binding on the racing commissioners 
Mr. Curley said the commissionei's un-| 
doubte<Jly would abide by the sentl 
ment of the councilloi-s.

Without hearing 200 opponents of 
dog racing who crowded the city coun- . 
cil chamber, the Cambridge board of . 
appeals yesterday afternoon sustamed -. 
the Cambridge superintendent of build- 
ings, John J. Terry, and refused to issue 
a building permit to the Bay State 
Greyhoimd Association, Inc., for the 
construction of a track near Alewife 

brook. 

Although aware of Gov. Curley s vir- 
tual order to the state racing commis- 
sion ?o revoke all existing dog licen.scs 
pending public hearing.?, Herbeit Pai- 
ker former attorney-general, and co in- 
sel'for the association, announced last 
night that he would go ahead with an ■ 
appeal to the supreme court and would 
probably file his petition today. 

Parker's client holds a license issued 
bv the state racing commi.ssipn to stage 
dog races at the Alewife brook site from 
May 18 to July 2. Permits for ^vn^^- 
ing a grandstand, clubhouse and other 
structures have been denied by Cam- 
bridge authorities on the advice of Ed- 
mund T. Twomey, city solicitor, whc 
contends a statute enacted in 1856 give;: 
municipalities the right to approve con- 
struction of a race track, the new rac- 
ing laws notwithstanding.

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MAYORS SUBMIT 
REVENUE PROGRAM 

Present Proposals to Curley 
And Executive Council 

A four-point program aimed to re- 
lieve the burden of real estate owners 
in meeting munfcipal expenditures in 
Massachu'-elts was presented to Gov. 
Curley ani members of the executive 
council yesterday by Mayor Mansfield, 
who sought the Governor's support in 
behalf of a group of city officials from 
various parts of the commonwealth. 

The program, as outlined by Mayor 
Mansfield as spokesman for the Massa- 
chusetts League of MunicipaUties, ad- 
vocated a two per cent, sales tax; a 50- 
per cent, increase In the present Income 
tax; grants by the commonwealth to 
municipalities in 1935 of sums equal to 
two-thirds of the increase In their 
welfare expenditures of 1934 over that 
of 1928; and an increase in the bor- 
rowing capacity of municipalities to 
meet welfare and .soldiers relief ex- 
penditures and tax reductions. 

The increase in the income tax and 
the proposed sales tax would be oper- 
ative for five years, according to the 
league's proposal. The proceeds from 
the sales tnx would be distributed to the 
cities and towns. 

Ill making his appearance before the ^ 
Governor and executive council. Mayor 
Mansfield was accompanied by Mayors] 
George J. Bates of Salem and -John C. 
Mahoncy ol 'Worcester and Acting 
Mayor Philip B. Erard of Springfield. 

The mayors contended that the tax 
rates in the cities and towns of Mas- 
sachusetts are now so high that they ' 
cannot be increased. Mayor Mansfield 
pointed out that since 1928 the cities 
have lost $53,000,000 in income as a rc- 
f;ult of diminishing tax receipt-s lessened 
bv the drop In property valuation. Fur- 
thermore, lie said the cities will receive 
$7,000,000 less than last year from In- 
come and corporation taxes and fed- 
eral assistance. 

The Governor made the suggestion 
to raise ihe total valuation of the city 
of Boston back to the 1930 level and 
then make a 10 per cent, cut, but May- 
or Mansfield said he did not believe 
that would be the fair thing to do, as 
certain valuations should not be raised. 
The Governor told the mayors he w-ould 
take their proposals under advisement.

This commission, composed of two senators, 
five representatives and two private citizens, 
unanimously recommended "an enlargement 
rather than a curtailment of the duties" of 
the finance commi-ssion. 

Has enough happened since then to justify 
this report of the committee on cities? 

We think not. One may freely concede 
that the commission has lost heavily in public 
regard the past few years. Too much politics 
and occasio:;al indications of unwillingness to 
go clear through with an investigation have 
damaged its presage. But the enmities which 
th6 commission has always had to endure are 



themselves an argi ment for iU continuance. 
No hanger-on at C ty Hall has any use for the 
"Fin Com. ' Many o! them hate it for reasons 
hard to prove but not difficult to understand. 

At the hearing one speaker declared the 
commission never had done anything "but 
create expense and reveal scandals." The latter 
is a .sound reason for keeping it. Scandals are 
not nice, but the one thing above all else that 
grafters and crooks dread is publicity. The 
commission throughout has had a deterrent 
effect on "the boys at the hall." Had there 
been no commission, the hall itself might have 
vanished by this time. 

Exposure is not all the commis.'^ion has done. 
Prom time to time if has made constructive 
sugscstions of high value. The mayor, the 
auditor, or the treasurer, in any case of doubt 
as to proper expenditure, is supposed to refer 
the claim or the bill to the commission. Much 
that the commission does on lis own initiative 
never gets into print. To the commission we 
owe the establishment of our contributory 
peivsion syst-em. Through its work the city 
purchasing department was made over. Under 
the charter the commission cannot cost the 
city more than $50,000 a year. Gov. Cy,£|e,y 
himself when mayor stated that its work in a 
single field had saved the city four times that 
amount per annum. 

To abolish the commission would leave Bos- 
ton with no other agency to do what the com- 
,mi.ssion is expected to do. It should be con- 
sidered a permanent agency of our government, 
detached from the administration, playing no 
favorites, grinding axes for nobody. The de- 
cline in its influence should be considered a 
passing phase.

^n adopting the resolution, introduced 
by Frank A. Brooks, to request the State 
Racing Board to give public hep.rmgs 
upon applications for dog-racing licenses, 
the Executive Council aligns itself with 
public sentiment on the question. It 
meets the immediate issue by including 
in its resolution a request that licenses 
alreadv granted shall be suspended, pend- 
ing hearings. The action of the Council is 
endorsed by Gover nor Cu rley. He 
stands with it in this^aeffliHTO for con- 
sideration of community rights and 
• interests. 

It appears that when the chief execu- 
tive and the councillors adopted their 
resolution they went as far as they 
could go under the law. They could not 
issue orders to the State Racing Com- 
mission. That body has plenary power 
in the premises. Under the law creating 
it whether or not it consults pubhc 
opinion is entirely within its own dis- 
cretion. It stands forth as a remarkable 
embodiment of arbitrary authority. It 
is authority ■ that obviously should be 
exercised with discretion. 

In the situation with respect to dog 
racing, it has been made apparent that 
the power of public opinion is still to be 
rsckoned with. It is refreshing to find 
that dog tracks and their attendant eviU 
are so vigorously opposed in every com- 
munity in which it has been proposed tc 
establish them. These communities pre- 
sent a cross-section of the Common- 
wealth. It is safe to say that opinion 
within them is the general opinion. The 
evidence goes to show that while they 
voted for dog racing in November, tht 
people have since changed their mind;

Licenses granted to corporations 
to conduct dog racing in five places 
in Massachusetts are expected to 
be suspended by the State Racing 
Commission pending public hear- 
ings, as a result of a resolution 
adopted unanimously yesterday by 
the Executive Council at an all- 
day meeting. 

The Council urged immediate 
suspension of the licenses until 
residents near proposed race track 
sites are given an opportunity to 
express their attitude.

FAVORABLE REPORT TO END 
fOVERNOR'S COUNCIL SEEN 

\a favorable report on a bill to 
abolish ■'he Governor's Council is ex- 
pected f-om the Legislative Commit- 
j tee on Constitutional Law as a re- 
I suit of the hearing yesterday before 
j the committee on the recommenda- 
', tion of Gov C urley in his inaugural 
address. ^— ^•"^ 

At the hearing Senator Donald "W. 
Nicholson of Wareham strongly sup- 
ported the Governor's views. 
Nicholson stated that the Council 
I has usurped many of the powers of 
' the Governor as well as those of the 
i Legislature. He maintained that there 
j was no place for such a body in a 
J democratic form of government. 
He pointed out that Massachusetts 
was one of three States that still 
maintains a Governor's Council. The 
others are Maine and New Hamp- 
shire. 

Nicholson proposed that the powers 
of the Council be given to the Senate. 
"There is less chance of making a 
trade in a body of 40 men than there 
is in a body of eight," the Senator 
declared. 

John Backus, assistant secretary to 
Gov Curley, said the Governor's j 
views on the subject are the same as t 
whea iie made his inaugural address. I 



As Gov Curley was calling a meet- 
ing of his''"Bl'iln trust" today to take 
up his recommended 1^ percent re- 
duction In telephone rates, attorney 
Wycliffe Marshall of Watertown to- 
day filed with the State Department 
of Public Utilities a motion to reopen 
the telephone rate case on behalf of 
the Boston Central Labor Union and 
customers of the company seeking a 
greater reduction. 

Attorney Marshall in his motion in- 
dicates that he believes the reduction 
might be as high as 22 percent. The i

Dog racing in Massacliusetts seems 
doomed for at least a year. 

If members of the racing commission 
carry out the orders of Gov. Curley 
and the executive council, and it ap- 
pears likely that they wili, permits al- 
ready granted for tracks in Oambridse. 
West Springfield, Dighton, Methuer, 
and South Boston, will be suspended 
and residents of those districts given a 
chance to protest.

Present Proposals to Curley 

And Executive CcunciT — 

A four-point program aimed to re- 
lieve the burden' of real estate owners 
In meetlnir municipal expenditures in 
Massachusetts was presented to Gov. 
Curtey an.l members of the executive 
council yesterday by Mayor Mansfield, 
who sought the Governor's support In 
behalf of a group of city officials from 
^ various parts of the commonwealth. 

The program, as outlined by Mayor 
Mansfield as spokesman for the Massa- 
chusetts League of Municipalities, ad- 
vocated a two per cent, sales tax; a 50- 
per oent. increase in the present income 
tax; grants by the commonwealth to 
municipalities in 1935 of sums equal to 
two-thirds of the increase In their 
welfare expenditures of 1934 over that 
of 1928; and an Increase in the bor- 
rowing capacity of municipalities to 
meet welfare and soldiers relief ex- 
penditures and tax reductions. 

The increase in the income tax and 
the proposed sales tax would be oper- 
ative for five years, according to the 
league's pi-oposal. The proceeds from 
the sales tax would be distributed to the 
cities and towns. 

In makinj his appearance before the 
Governor and executive council. Mayor 
Mansfield was accompanied by Mayors 
George J. Bates of Salem and John C. 
Mahoney ol Worcester and Acting 
Mayor PhiUp B. Erard of Springfield, 

The mayors contended that the tax 
rates in the cities and towns of Mas- 
sachusetts are now so high that they 
cannot be increased. Mayor Mansfield 
pointed out that since 1928 the cities 
have lost $58,000,000 In income as a re- 
sult of dimlnislUng tax receipts lessened 
by the drop in property valuation Pur- 
thermore, be said the cities will receive 
*<, 000,000 less than last year from In- 
come and corporation taxes and fed- 
eral assistance. 

The Governor made the suggestion 
to raise the total valuation of the city 
jof Boston back to the 1930 level and 
'then make a 10 per cent, cut, but May- 
or Mansfield said he did not believe 
that wouM be the fair thing to do, as 
pertain valuations should not be raised.

The five communities in which li- 
censes for doR tracks have been i.ssued 
are Cambridge, West Springfield, 
Dighton, Methusn and South Boston, 
In each of the communities the erec- 
tion of the tracks has been vigorously 
protested, and it wa.s believed that 
public hearings would result in re- 
vocation of the dog license issued foB 
each if the commission is governed by 
the protests. 

Horse Race License. 

The new horse race license was 
sought by a corporation to be known 
as the Massachusetts Racing Associa- 
tion.

The recent utter- 
ances of the Mayor do not indicate that he 
understands the dangers that confront 
our industries, and that means Lawrence. 

These are perilous times. They are 
not times in which the people expect of- 
ficials to devote their energies in building 
political fences for themselves, or to seek 
positions for friends and relatives who 
may be placed at stra^iegic points for a 
coming Fall campaign for re-election.

He went as gov- 
ernor of the commonwealth and because 
he is interested in the success and activity 
of every community in Massachusetts. 
He went there to plead the cause of the 
state. When, after a conference of the 
textile and shoe industry, he learned the 
seriousness of their position, he did not 
hesitate to make the needs of Massachu- 
setts known in Washington. He was 
joined by others who were equally in- 
formed. 

Mayor Griffin was not in Washing- 
ton appealing for help for the local basic 
industries. Even if he did not go to Wash-

He must have read of the closing of mills 
and th^-" liquidation, and the loss of em- 
ployment to thousands of Massachusetts 
workin*^ neoDle — the loss of revenue for 
the home" c^ these workers. He must have 
known of the market condition that is 
causing these misfortunes to our neigh- 
boring communities. It was only a few 
days ago that the announcement was 
made from Manchester, N. H.. that 1000 
workers of the Amoske&g Mills there 
would be thrown out of work because the 
mills cannot find sufficient market for 
their r)roducts. How does Mayor Griffin 
know but the same calamity may visit- 
Lav/rence and for the same cause? 

When Governor Curley went to Wash- 
ington, it was to urge the protection of 
the America'- markets for American- 
La wrenfre — goods against the low stand- 
ard, poor p?^' "-^^I chiM labor, products of 
foreign countries. The governor had a 
definite plan, a constructive plan, and 
one that m^'-'^*^ much to the industries of 
Lawrence. Why did not the Mayor say 
something about it?

There ^■^■^ears to be a greater interest in 
building fences for the fall campaign 
than in ^--^-^^'ng protective walls about 
the ir-^T'^Mes upon which Lawrence so 
greatly deu'-^'^s.

ANTIQUATED LAWS -So many 
people have spoken in varying 
terms of disgust and disagreement 
on the recent finding of a verdict 
of manslaughter in the case of 
Edmund J. Walsh, of Stoneham, 
charged with the murder of the 
Maiden policeman, that an explan- 
ation of the case, such as given by 
the following editorial in Wednes- 
day's Herald, seems necessary; 

Judge Nelson P. Brown's ruling 
In the Walsh trial Tuesday will 
shock people not versed In the in- 
tricacies of Massachusetts law. The 
state apparently had an invulnera- 
ble first-degree murder case against 
Walsh. 

Eight witnesses had testified to 
seeing him fire point blank at Pa- 
trolman McLain of the Maiden po- 
lice, who was attempting to arrest 
him for a hold-up which occurred 
a week before. But Judge Brown up- 
held the contention of Walsh's at- 
torney that (1) there was no evi- 
dence that the policeman had In- 
fonned Walsh of the reason for his 
arrest; that (2) the arrest was 
therefore Illegal and constituted a 
provocation by the officer; and that 
(3) in the absence of nialloe, the 
killing was manslaughter and not 
murder. ^, ^ 

There Is little question that 
Judge Brown Interpreted the law 
correctly. The trouble lies with the 
law Itself. 

The elaborate precautions sur- 
rounding the arrest of a citizen, 
which so often nowadays handicap 
the police In the performance of 
their duties, are relics of 18th cen- 
tury conditions. Arrest then was a 
much more serious experience than 
it is today. Arrests were usually 
made by private citizens, acting 
with temporary or questionable au- 
thority and often Inspired by per- 
sonal motives. The person arrested, 
moreover, faced the unhappy pros- 
pect of living in a filthy jail for 
several months or years until an 
Itinerant judge appeared to hear 
his case. 

Because of such common injus- 
tices, the lawmakers surrounded 
the power of arrest with many re- 
quirements and limitations which 
now'sc«m "technical" but were once 
most es.sential. Some of these re- 
strictions should unquestionably 
be repealed or modified. Today the 
police ofllcer needs the protection 
of the law more often than the 
person he is arresting. 

Mere changes In the law will not 
prevent recurrences of the McLain 
tragedy. Thorough training of po- 
licemen In the understanding and 
exercise of their legal rights and 
duties is equally Important. Also, 
they should be taught to "beat the 
other fellow to the gun." This does 
not mean unprovoked shooting, as 
Commissioner Valentine of New 
York recently advocated in a mo- 
ment of desperation over the ex- 
ploits of gangsters, but the physical 
and mental preparedness to draw 
and fire before the lawbreaker does. 
Back of this lies the even more 
fundamental need of limiting the 
manufacture and sale of weapons 
so that they will not find their way 
Into the hands of men like Walsh. 
Judge Brown's ruling should not 
be regarded so much as an indica- 
tion of the weakness of tho law as 
a strong reminder of the necasslty 
of co-ordinating it, the courts and 
the police In a modem and effec 
tlve attack on crime.

The committee urged the governor 
to lend every ounce of support he 
can to the sales tax proposal and 
other measures to provide greater 
revenue for the cities that they may 
meet their municipal costs for this 
year. 

They pointed out that, since 1928, 
the cities of the State have sustained 
a decrease of $58,000,000 in income, 
due to diminishing tax receipts, les- 
sened property valuations, etc. This 
ys9s, the cities will lose $7,000,000 as 
compared with last ye.-r from income 
and corporation taxes and assistance 
from the federal government, the 
i governor was hiformed. 

He was also told that tax rates 
in cities and towns are now so 
high that they cannot be in- 
creased. Mayor Mansfield said 
after the meeting that Gov. Cur- 
ley had suggested increasing total 
valuations for tax purposes to the 
1930 level and then cutting 10 per 
cent., but he had replied that this 
was not fair, as certain valuations 
ought not to be raised. Spe- 
cifically, the committee asked for 
the following legislation: 

Imposing a two per cent, tax upon 
retail sales of tangible personal 
property, to be operative for a period 
of five years, the proceeds to be dis- 
tributed to cities and towns of the 
commonwealth in the proportion m 
which the State tax is asse.ssed. 

A 50 per cent, increiise In the 
present income tax, operative for a 
period of two years, the proceeds to 
be distributed as above set fonh with 
reference to the proceeds of the sales 
tax.

There should be plenty of fireworks at the 
State House on Monday morning, when the hear- 
ing is held on the order of Representative Chris- 
tian A. Heiter for a legislative investigating 
committee to look into the financial policies of 
the city of Boston during the last five years.

BOSTON, March 13.— The bill 
abolishing the Boston finance com- 
mission, a measure forcefully rec-i 
ommended by Governor Curley who 
has riddled the ranks of the com- 
mission with successful removal 
proceedings of members, received 
a first reading in the House this 
afternoon. 

The bill providing for continu- 
ance of the three-cent gasoline tax, 
without time limit o.n its oper- 
ation, waa referred to the ways 
and means committee after it had 
been reported in favorably by the 
taxation committee. The law pro- 
viding an additional cent on the 
regular two-cent tax will expire 
April 30, 1936. 

There was no debate on the pass- 
age for engrossment of a bill re- 
ducing the interest rate on unpaid 
taxes. The interest charges on 
faxes are reduced from 6 to 5 per 
crnt on unpaid taxes and the pen- 
alty charges on delinquent taxes 
are dropped from 2 to l'/4 percent.

28 parcels of property for 1931 t<ixes 
this year. It is felt that this is just 
the start of a tendency that will mean 
larg< -fcale confl.scation ot property 
and the city may find itself in the 
same '.'ouble that banks have encoun- 
tered m having a lot of frozen assets 
on its hands. Th.'s property may have 
value, bu< this value is worthless in 
meeting current expense-'?.

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BACKYARD TAXES 



A resident of Cape Cod when asked at a 
hearing on the bill to establish a great mili- 
tary camp on Cape Cod how far his own prop- 
erty is from the proposed site replied: "Ten 
miles, bpt the taxes will be right in my back- 
yard." 

No better statement of this entirely un- 
necessary expenditure of national and state 
funds could be made. Because it is not money 
to be expended in and about Gardner for 
some local venture — like a city hall, for in- 
stance — residents other than on Cape Cod are 
disposed to pay no attention to it. But our 
share of the expense will be in our "back 
yards" if we are lucky enough to have them 
left when the next tax day comes around. 

It was said at the hearing by one of those 
opposed that 70 per cent of the taxes on the 
Cape is paid by summer residents. What 
possible atom of consistency can be found in 
Governor Curley urging the expenditure of a 
millfon or so to advertise the summer attrac- 
tions of New England and especially Massa- 
chusetts and then advocate the construction 
of a htlge encampment that will drive many 
of those who have been helping support the 
state away, is beyond the comprehension of 
some. 

Thousands of dollars have been expended 
and more are being spent now at Fort Dev- 
ens on permanent buildings. Yet military 
men declare it is inadequate, especially 
because there is not a good artillery range 
available. The engineers who selected this 
cape site have chosen one that can be reached 
only by two highway bridges and one rail- 
road bridge ; a site that means the moving of 
a small army of men and equipment through 
a bottle neck. Traffic engineers are constant- 



ly working to remedy J:.:'- zma situations in | 
order to facilitate traffic. 

This proposed bill calls for an appropria- 
tion by the state of $100,000 for the purchase 
of 8000 acres in Sandwich, Falmouth, Bourne 
and Mashpee with the expectation that the 
federal government will contribute $2,300,- 

000 for buildings and the laying out of the 
most elaborate National Guard camp in the 
country. It should be borne in mind that res- 
idents of Massachusetts will bear their full 
share of that $2,300,000 as well as of the 

$100,000. 

The argument that this is a feasible pro.i- 
ect for the "work and wages" program is off-

ItiUery range, which is one of the principal

Boston, March IS — Acting Mayor 
Philip V. Erard of Springlleld, and 
Chairman Stephen D. O'Brien of the 
Springfield asaeoaors today conferred 
with Gov Curley in company -with 
Mayor Frederick W. Mansfield of 
Boeton and other municipal execu- 
tives of the Btate and urged upon 
him that he give hia wholehearted 
support to various ideas for relief of 
municipalities whose condition is dis- 
tressed due to welfare expenditures, 
unemployment, increasing' expensee 
and decreasing revenues.

Future of Horse and Dog 
Racing in This State Runs 
I The Gamut of Speculation 

Indicated That Suspension of All Dog Track Licenses 
Will Develop From Present Confiision; Connors 
New Chairman of Commission 



Boston, March 14 — ^Horse and Hog 
racing in Massachuaette today again 
ran the gamut of speculation as Atty 
John B. Feeney, counsel for Gov 
James M. Curley, entered the fight 
for the one horse race track permit, 
and sufipejision was predicted on the 
five dopr-racing permits already grant- 
ed by the state racing commission. 

Simultaneous with the confirmation 
of Tliomas F. Cassidy of Cheshire as 
a member of the racing commission, 
and Gov Curley's elevation of Charles 
F. Coiimuim iWBIft member to chairman 
of the commission; the executive 
council adopted a resolution tirging 
Immediate suspe'nsion of the dog rac- 
ing licenses until public hearings 
could be held. The five pei'mlts al- 
ready granted were for tracks in 
South Boston, Cambridge, Dighton, 
Methuen and West Springtield. Al- 
though the state voted S to 1 for dog 
racing, communities have been up In 
larma over allowing the establishment 
\of dog trackfl. 

Entrance of Feeney Into the battle 
for the horse racing permit was re- 
vealed with the filing of an applica- 
tion for corporation papers at the 



secretary of state's offlce of a group 
of racing enthusiasts headed by the 
prominent Boston attorney. Applica- 
tion for a license to operate a race 
track in Framingham, estimated to 
cost $2,000,000, was underway today, 

Feeney and his as.sociatee enter Into 
the field of track applicants hitherto 
dominated by the Eastern Racing as- 
sociation, headed by Walter E. 
O'Hara, Bayard Tuckerman, Col John 
R. Macomber, Charles F. Adams and 
olher.s. 

Differences within this association 
which arose over the question of 
wiiether their track should be located 
rit Bast Ro.ston or on the Worcester 
turnpike in Natick, were reported to 
hiive been settled at a conference at 
tlie offices of Adiims.

Yes- 
terday he was ordered out by tna 
governor who said he was holding 
three appointive positions in 
violation of the slate constitution. 
An attack on Governor Curley 
by Mrs. Hannah Connors, leader of 
tho Mas.sachusetts Real Estate 
Owners Association, featured a 
hearing before the legislative Com- 
mittee on Municipal Finance. Mrs. 
Connors opposed a petition which 
would .allow cities and towns to 
appropriate funds for the main- 
tenance expenses of local housing 
boards. 

Siie declared that a movement 
was on foot to "unload" property 
and that the governor was 
interested in the movement. 

With six members dissenting the 
legislative Committee on the 
Judiciary threw out a hill to fix 
responsibility for libel in broad- 
casting. 

Governor Curley wasr called a 
"public utility echo" by Attorney 
WycUlTe C. Marshall of Watertown, 
appearing hatore the legislative 
committee on power and light in 
support of legislation to have tele- 
phone rates established by the leg- 
islature. 

Marshall charged that tl^ Gover- 



nor got into the telephone and 
lights fight after the stage had been 
set but that as Mayor of Boston, on 
two occasions failed to participate 
on behalf of the city in telephone i 
rate cases pending before the State 
Department of Public Utilities. 

The legislative committee on tax- 
ation reported favorably a bill pro- 
viding that a poll tax of $2 be as- 
sessed on every inhabitant of the , 
Commonwealth over the age of 20 :

Pointing out that Massachusetts!

This surprise move threw the 
Massachusetts horse racing situa- 
tion into confusion, as it previously 
had been indicated that Walter E. 
O'Hara and the Extern Racing As- 
sociation had staged a reconcilia- 
tion under terms that would give 
them assurance of obtaining the 
greatly coveted permit that will pro- 
vide for the promotion of top-notch 
horse racing near Boston. 
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Boston, March 14.— When an- 
nouncement was made that R. D.

I Racing Appears Doubtful 

The probability of both horse and 
dog racing in Massachusetts this 
year became more doubtful with 
last week's developments. In every 
community, with the single excep- 
tion of Southwick, vigorous objec- 
tions were uttered to dog races. The 
state racing commission held to its 
guns, a;id continued to grant li- 
censes, but in most instances, the 
local building inspectors stood 
ready to defeat the construction of 
racing tracks by withholding build- 
ing permits while zoning amend- 
ments were also suggested as a 
means of defeating the racing pro- 
gram and, in addition, the legal 
profession sought for and located 
an old blue law which, if it is not 
replied by the recent racing le,g- 
islation, would defeat both horse 
and dog racing in the common- 
wealth. 

In the meantime, the expectant 
horse racing promoters in the east- 
( em section of the state who were 
I apparently backing a single track 
at East Boston had differences and 
it was announced that Walter E. 
O'Hara, the racing czar of Rhode 
Island, who was to have been man- 
aging director of the track, has 
withdrawn from the group which 
backs the proposed Suffolk Downs 
location in East Boston. O'Hara, 
It is stated, will seek a location of 
his own, possibly near Katick on 
the Worcester turnpike. 

In the meantime, GovjCjyley has 
stated that delay untiFtC Supreme 
Court passes on. the legal aspect of 
the situation will be necessary, 12 
bills dealing with horse and dog 
racing having been filed in the I.^g- 
islature. The confusion is bo great 
that there are some who predict 
that Massachusetts will be without 
racing this year which would not

GOVERNOR CALLED 
'ECHO OF UTILITIES' 



Claims Made at Hear- 
ings; 'Fin Com' Ap- 
pointments Made 



BOSTON, March 13 (AP)— The 
Governor's Council tonight had 
before it the names of Philip A. 
Chapman and Samuel Kalesky as 
appointees to the Boston Finance 
Commission, center of many a 
stirring controversy. 

The names were submitted today 
by Governor James M. Curley, 
Chapman to take the place of 
Jo.seph McKenney, former Boston 
College coach who resigned from 
both tho coaching and finance 
positions to take a job with the 
Boston School Department, and 
Kalesky to talie the place of the 
ousted Judge Jacob J. Kaplan. 

Three Positions 

Kaplan, former chairman of the 
commission, was deposed from the 
chairmanship some time ago. Yes- 
terday he was ordered out by the 
governor who said he was holding 
three appointive positions in 
violation of the state con.stitution. 

An attack on Governor Curley 
by Mrs. Hannah Connors, leader of 
the Massachusetts Real Estate 
Owners Association, featured a 
hearing before the legislative Com- 
mittee on Municipal Finance. Mrs. 
Connors opposed a petition wh'.ch 
would allow cities and towns to 
appropriate funds for the main- 
tenance expenses of local housing 
boards. 

She declared that a movement 
was on foot to "unload" property 
and that the governor was 
interested in the movement. 

With six members dissenting the! 
legislative Committee on the 
Judiciary threw out a bill to fix 
responsibility for libel in broad- 
casting. 

Governor Curley waff called a 
"public utility echo" by Attorney 
Wycllffe C. Marshall of Watertowii, 
appearing before the legislative 
committee on power and light in 
support of legislation to have tele- 
phone rates established by the leg- 
islature.

Pointing out that Massachusetts' 
cities had lost $58,000,000 in income 
due to diminishing tax receipts, 
lessened property valuation and 
other causes, mayors of several 
cities, including Boston, urged Gov- 
ernor Curley to support a sales tax. 
They said property owners should 
be relieved. 

Mortgage Bills Lose 
Two bills designed to prevent 
foreclosures of mortgages and a 
third providing for a maximum m- 
tercst rate of 5 percent on mort- 
gaKc loans by banks and insurance 
comi>anics met defeat in the House 
today. At the same time, the Sen- 
ate turned down a bill providmg a 
temporary redemption to owners of 
real estate foreclosed by a mort- 
gagee or taken or sold for non-pay- 
ment of taxes.

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NOT YET GONE TO THE DOGS 



If you are looking lor a little moral uplift In 
thla supposedly unmoral period, conrlder the 
dogs, and you may conclude that the common- 
wealth of Massachusetts has not yet gone to 

them. 

Did not the people vote overwhelmingly last 
November in favor of legalized dog racing and 
of unlimited gambling on them? They did. And 
why? Because they did not know what they 
were doing. The more spectacular feature? of 
the state and congressional campaigns and es- 
pecially the "work and wages" issue engaged 
them. They had discovered nothing especially 
reprehensible in horse racing at Rockingham 
and Narragansett parks; and dogs seemed to be 
In the same class as horses. It was an unin- 
formed electorate which ran up the huge major- 
ities. 

But this was four months ago, and that is a 
long period nowadays. A remarkable change has 
taken place. The protests have beconie so num- 
erous and overwhelming that it is no longer 
comfortable for anybody to disregard them. Tlie 
"home rule" principle has been carried Into little 
neighborhoods. 

Take the case of Gov., g^ley. When he was 
recuperating in Florida from the effects of his 
enervating two months on Beacon Hill, he pooh- 
poohed the idea of cancelling the four dog- 
racing licenses already granted. The public voted 
ror the dogs, didn't It, and wasn't that enough? 
But his excellency has now answered his own 
question. He has seen the light and wants to 
call a halt. 

The public regards the Governor as the real 
racing commissioner. It Is for him to say 
whether the evil will be inflicted on communi- 
ties. The three members merely obey his com- 
mands. They hire and fire, come and go, ap- 
prove and disapprove as he desires. Indeed, he , 
la largely responsible for the aroused public 
opinion. His treatment of Gon. Cole focussed 
public attention sharply on dog racing. If the 
Governor had held to his Floridian views, and 



his cronies had continued to take advantage of 
conditions, his appearance in the Evacuation 
day parade would have been the occasion for a 
storm of Jeers and booing. The people know 
now whom to call to account for any mistake 
which the commission may make. 

The clergymen of all faiths were silent on 
the dog racing issue during the campaign. They 
have been educated. They are extremely vocal 
now, and they are not letting differences of 
dogma protect the dogs. The civic organizations, 
from which we have a right to expect sound 
advice, have made amends for their lethargy 
of last fall. The governor's council is vocifer- 
ously on the side of deency. The senators and 
representatives are watching warily, piping 
down and keeping their eyes on the home folks. 
If we were to have a new referendum on dog 
racing today, the well-informed voters of March 
15 would sharply repudiate their Ill-informed 
selves of last November. 

It is not only a refreshing shift, but evidence 
that the November referendum, the first in 
which the voters made a bad blunder, cannot 
be considered typical. The superficial comment 
then was that the people were gambling mad 
and that the saving remnants of the old Puritan 
morality had disappeared. Not so! Many of the 
landmarks may be obscured for the time being, 
but they are not gone. When the people have an 
opportunity to know all the facts of a situation, 
almost invariably they make the proper choice. 
Unctuous fallacies by radio do not fool them at 
all. 

The people are certainly less tolerant than 
they were of the severely restrictive blue laws. 
The long depression and the futile efforts to 
shake it off have also made many of the old 
fundamentals seem less desirable. But the re- 
action against dog racing is an Indication that 
some of the old verities still abide. It Is only a 
question of time when they will be manifested 
on a wider scale In morals, politics, and Ameri- 
can life generally, and will shine as clearly as 
ever.

O'Hara to Abandon Uass. Racing Plans 
But Will Concentrate on Narragansett

Dissatisned with the conditions, as they now exist, Walter E. O'Hara 
loday will announce his withdrawal from horse-v&cing in Massachusetts. 
Although he promised to remain silent until loday, it was learned last 
night that the expected statement vould be ea fiery one, citing why he 
no longer is interested in racing in this state and declaring that he will 
concentrate his efforts on his Narragansett track in Pawtucket. 




STATEMENT SURE 

TO BE CHARACTERISTIC 

The statement, which will be made 
public at 10 o'clock this morning, may 
clear up the situation in regard to the 
Eastern Racing Association and the 
proposed track in East Boston. But it 
will be one more contribution to a series 
of incidents, the latest of which have 
been the indignant denials by Attorney 
John P. Feeney, aide of Gov. Cu rley, 
that he is connected with the'TIftssa- 
chusetts Racing Association, Inc., and 
indignant counter denial sof the Feeney 
denials by others close to the Framing- 
ham situation. 

For O'Hara Is expected to be frank In 
his discussion of the Massachusetts rac- 
ing affairs. Never one to side-track an 
issue, his statement, according to the 
Information received, will be character- 
istic of him. 

In tne meantime, the great sport yes- 
terday, was not the sport of kings, as 
horse-racing has been called, but that 
of trying to find Feeney, who has been 
incommunicado since the Massachusetts 
Racing Association Inc. annoimced its 
intentions of applying for a license to 
conduct racing at tlie Dorr estate in 
Pramingham and that Feeney was to 
tie tlie counsel. No application, how- 
ever, was filed at the racing commission 
offices yesterday. 

J'l-om Peeney's office, although not by 
Feeney himself, was given out, a state- 
ment, in which the Governor's aide ex- 
pressed himself as not only not being 
connected with the Framlngham group, 
but also that he is opposed to all horse 
and dcg racing and voted that way in 
the recent election. 
The statement is; 

The stories carried In tha Boston 
paper.s this morning that I am inter- 
ested in a horse-racing track are en- 
tirely untruthful. I am opposed to 
all horse and dog racing. When these 
matters were '.(p at election lime last 
fall I spoke against them and voted 
against them. I am strongly opposed 
to dog racing and horse racing under 
any circumstances. 

VAHEY ALONE 
CHALLENGES DENIALS 

That statement was tlie final one of 
the denials that Feeney was aligned 
with the Pramingham group. The first 
came early in the morning when Feen- 
ev's office, irom where the original 
broadside supposedly had come, said 
that the man who figured so promi- 
nently in the recent ousters of mem- 
bers of tile finance commission, was 
not with the group. 

Later Richard Grant, secretary to 
Gov. Curley, publicly refuted these 
.same .sWffiS and denied that Feeney 
was representing the gi-oup. And men 
who are intimate with Feeney like- 
wise instated that the stories were un- 
founded and out of order. 

On the other hand, James H. Vahey 
nf Brookllne. one of the Incorporators, 
challenged the denials, both uf Grant 
nnd Feency's office, while Grover C. 
Richards of Attlcboro, another incor- 
iwrator, doubled the denials, but did 
not challenge them. 

Frank I. Dorr, administrator of the 
fislatc, had nothing to say in regard 
to Feeney, but said that he had been 
conducting negotiations with the as- 
sociation ar,d had given his promise to 
sell the prtjpsrty if the racing license 
were obtained and the terms were met. 
Gorge Fuiik. head of Funk and Wilcox, 
the architects, said that the plans had 
been drawn up lor this plant months 
ago and 'J".at only the annoiniccment of 
the incorporation was actually new. 
He likewise did not mention the Feeney 
angle. 

ANOTHER GROUP 
CONSIDERS READVILLE 

But from one who is close to the 
Framlngham situation, but is not con- 
nected with the racing situation, there 
comes the assertion that regardless of 
the denials, Feeney has been Interested 
in the proceedings and that he and 



Vahey were the men who put through 
the deal and conducted the negotiations 
months before Feeney became publicly 
associated with the Governor. 

Moreover, it was learned by The 
Herald that another horse-racing group 
may appear on the scene, planning to 
apply for a license to conduct racing at 
Readville, and this group supposedly 
had retained Feeney as its counsel. 

Thus the situation narrows down to 
the question whether Feeney is against 
horse-racing and will have nothing to 
do with it, directly or through his office, 
or whether the others are right, but 
were merely premature in their release 
of the news about Framlngham. 

There may be complications in regard 
to Framlngham as a site. The majority 
of the townspeople are supposed to be 
heartily in favor of liaving a track 
there. The board of selectmen, it is 
understood. Is divided on the subject, 
while influential citizens of the town, 
Including Charles F. Adams, Frank 
Comerford and John R. Macomber, are 
opposed to the bringing of a track to 
the town where they have established : 
their estates. I 

DORR ESTATE 
WELL CONSIDERED 

One man remarked, "The uproar over 
dog-racing will be only a whisper com- 
pared to the outcry if they try to build ! 
a track in Framlngham." 

The Dorr estate has been recognized 
for years as a good location. Members 
of tlie Eastern Horse Club, several years 
ago, thought that it would make the 
perfect site for a track if they, as the 
Eastern Horse Club, went in for pro- 
fessional racing. Only last summer 
O'Hara expressed him.self as thinking 
highly of the place. Yet the members 
of the Eastern Horse Club and likewise 
O'Hara held off because of the ex- 
pressed wishes of their friends in that 
section. 

At any rate, until O'Hara gives out 
his statement, until an application is 
made for Read\'llle and another one 
for Sprlngfleld, the question is "Is 
Feeney counsel for the Massachusetts 
Racing Associa'^ion and, if he Is not 
Interested directly or indirectly, who 
did Issue the release supposedly coming 
froi.i his office?"

But Will Concentrate on Nanagansett

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Stamp on Interdepartment Letter 
Shocks Economists of State House 



Gov. Curley's monthly conference on 
economy with the state department 
heads was enlivened yesterday after- 
noon by the startling disclosure that an 
unidentified executive had wasted a 
postage stamp on a communication 
between departments in the State 
House. 

This extravagence was described to 
the conference by Chairman Charles P. 
Howard of the state department on ad- 
ministration and finance. Howard ad- 
nonished the various executives to make 
ise in the future of the central mailing 
)fflce, which provides for the free Inter- 
change of departmental mail. 

The chairman did not disclose the de- 
nomination Of the postage stamp. He 
promised to make an Issue of It with 
the erring department head in a drive 
to prevent the practice from becoming 
a common one. 

The other chief economy measure 
discussed was a proposal to equip the 
heating plants of the various state 
buildings with a heat control system, 
claimed by its sponsor, A. L. Strauss, to 
be capable of saving more than 20 per 
cent, of the fuel whether hard or soft 
coal, oil or gas. 

He accepted a challenge from the 
Governor to equip two state buildings 
with the system In return for the 
equivalent of the fuel saved over a year. 
At the suggestion of Dr. Winfred Over- 
holser of the state department of 
mental diseases, the Boston Psycho- 



pathic Hospital was selected as the first 
building to be used in the experiment. 

The Governor ured Artnur T. Lyman, 
state commissioner of correction, to 
make a survey of farms in connection 
with the Institutions under his control 
to see If enough eggs and potatoes 
could be produced imder the direction 
of the Inmates to supply the various 
state departments. 

Commissioner Lyman said experi- 
ments last year showed that potatoes 
could be bought cheaper than they 
could be raised, while the production of 
eggs showed only a slight profit, with a 
danger of losing money. 

Fred H. Kllmball, superintendent of 
the State House, was advised to shop 
around the city of Boston for a building 
suitable for use as quarters for the va- 
rious divisions BJid departments now 
paying a total of $78,000 annually In 
rent. 

Some of these divisions, now In pri- 
vate office buildings, are the alcoholic 
beverages control commission, the state 
Income tax division, the division of in- 
spections and employment agencies. 

Tile Governor said he had ordered an 
expert to make a siurey of the laundry 
equipment in all the state Institutions 
with a view to replacing obsolete types. 

He also suggested the possibility of 
turning back to the federal government 
aU responsibility for conducting the 
Chelsea Veterans' Hospital now operated 
by the commonwealth imder the direc- 
tion of a board of trustees. 
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RUNKER HILL DAY 
' FUND TO STAND 

Mayor Mansfield said yesterday he did 
not believe any additional funds Tould 
be rtqulred for an ob.-iervance of Bunker 
Hill day, June 17, which this year for 
the first time becomes a legal holiday i 
in Suffolk county.

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'n "MUST WE BUST?" 

'Chairman Albert F. Bigelow of House ways 
and means has put an all-Important question 
In a homely and effective manner. He was 
dealing with the general appropriations bill 
and the Governor's budget for the current 
year. While It Is true that the estimates he 
cffers are only $207,000 lower than the total 
recommendations of $50 000,000, it also is true 
that he presents a decidedly disturbing body 
of facts for the taxpayers to think about. 

In the light of these facts he puts his ques- 
tion: "Bust if we Must, but Must we Bust?" 
One glance at the chart in his statement is 
enough to show how well he is warranted in 
putting this question in a way to capture at- 
tention. The expense lines have gone steeply 
upward, wltli only one slight recession, ever 
since 1927. The revenue line, soaring to a high 
peak in 1930, then took a dizzy drop down. It 
has continued so to the present time. Tlie dif- 
ference between these lines Is over $20,000,000. 
Since 1930 the state's operating expenses have 
gone up $4,000,000. The revenue receipts have 
gone down $18,000,000. 

The money to run the state is obtained in 
part from direct state revenues and : i part from 
taxes assessed on the cities and towns. In 1930 
the local tax rates included 90 cents to help 
the state meet Its bills. By 1934 this levy had 
gone up to $2.60. This year it will be about 
(2.95. 

With real estate already heavily burdened, 
the budget resorted to the only resource in 
sight and transferred from the gasoline taxes 
which belong in the highway fund $8,000,000 In 
1933, and $10,000,000 last year. The plan Is to 
b0 followed again this year. Thus the amount 
cf Increase In the local tax rate was reduced 
l&rt year to $1.35, but It will be $1.55 this year. 
This $59,000,000 Is not, after all, the total 
budget. There always has to be a supplement- 
«ry budget. The amount depends on legisla- 
tion and on contingencies beyond control, such 
»s a probable increase in commodity prices. 
The taxpayers should watch the prospective 
legislation. What about $750,000 for the estab- 
lishment of a 48-hour week in state institu- 
tions? And $100,000 for the development of 
the attorney-general's ofllce Into fi department 
0* Justice? All these supplementary estimates 
amount to $1,810,000, making a grand total of 
appropriations for the year of more tlian

BOSTON, March 14.— A call for 
united action on state legisiatioh 
on the part of the 138 taxpayers 
associations in Massachusetts, was 
issued today by Henry W. Minot, 
chairman of the legislative com- 
mittee of the Massachusetts Fed- 
eration of Taxpayers associations. 
"The expense of operating our state 
has more than doubled since 1915," 
Mr. Minot declared, "and the peo- 
ple now realize that a large per- 
centage of their local tax rate is 
directly traceable to the expendi- 
tures of the state Legislature. The 
eyea of the taxpayers are on Bea- 
con Hill. 

"The flgureg show that in the 
years 1930 to 1934 inclusive, the 
final budget was consistently In ex- 
cess of the Governor's general fund 
budget including reserves. In 1934, 
for example, it was almost. $700,000 
in excess. The state deficit has been 
mounting by leaps and bounds year 
after year. Last year this deficit 
was $20,000,000. This year it is 
$22,500,000 with prospects of its 
going higher. The small home 
owner and the large holder of real 
estate are banded together in the 
fight to prevent any further swell- j 
ing of thi.-? deficit, since in the final 
analysis it is directly assessable on 
them in their local tax rates." 

Mr. Minot warned the taxpayers 
against becoming embroiled in 
arguments on controversial sub- 
jects that have nothing to do with 
taxes. He said, "Every public ques- 
tion must be put on this test, 'Will 
it affect my taxes?' If the answer 
is 'Yes' then attention should be 
given the mattei'.

Framingham Taken 
By Surprise 

Framingham yesterday didn't 
know where it stood on horse rac- 
ing.

I 
have had this plan on my chest for considerable 
time, and now that the reserves of many who 
were considered i n comfortable circumstances are 
exhausted and thus adding many more to millions who 
ore nearly destitute, THRU NO FAULT OF THEIR 
OWN, I have decided to offer this plan to the 
nation . 

It may not receive consideration at Washington, 
but it might cause someone t o produce a better 
plan which will. 

I am wishing that this "No expense to the gov- 
ernment" plan may be substituted lor some or all 
of the orgies, now operating or in the process of 
promulgation. 

First let me prove to you that we still have depression. 
It any newspapers or radios report to the contrary, it 
may be well intended, but is similar to the small boy, 
out on a dark night for the first time, who is whistling 
to keep up his courage. 

If you investigate office buildings, you will find more 
vacancies than ever. 

You will hear about as many discontinued telephone 
lines when using the most recent book as any of the 
several previous books. 

Gasoline tax collected July, 1934 was 9.7% less 
than July, 1933. 

American Telegraph and Telephone reported earn- 
ings for June, 1934 was $638,120 as compared with 
$1,526,408 in 1933. 

Building permits in 215 U. S. cities in 1931 was 
$1,158,966,273; in 1932 was $399,288,930; in 1933 
was $313,739,676. 

Mr. William Green, president A.F.L., radioed 
August 31, 1934 more unemployed than ever. Again 
Mr. Green radioed on Oct. 29, 1934 that unemploy- 
ment for Oct. 1934 was 843,000 greater than Oct. 
1933. 

The men, womem and children now on relief in the

"Whereas the case locd in 1933 was 29,954, the 
load in December, 1934, was 39,075, Thomson re- 
ported. 

"The startling increase, according to Thomson, is 
due to complete depletion of personal financial 
reserves that have been ebbing away since 1929, and 
reduction of incomes of responsible relatives who have, 
under ordinary conditions, supporting persons now 
applying for county aid ." — Ouotation from L. A. 
paper dated Feb. 4, 1935. 

Let us not continue to deceive ourselves by saying 
or thinking conditions are getting better. Before 
prosperity will return, there are two conditions which 
must absolutely prevail. 

First, the common people must be in position to 
spend a reasonable amount of money. 

Second, banks must be in position to merit the utmost 
confidence of all the people. 

Now I propose that the government issue twelve 
billion dollars (more or less) in what may be called 
1932 emergency scrip, this scrip to be Issued quarterly 
in three billion dollars each. This 1932 emergency 
scrip to be in one, five, ten and one hundred dollar 
denominations. As this scrip is issued quarterly, it is to 
be given to pay soldiers their bonuses, (not legally 
due tor several years), and is also to be paid to banks 
which have failed in the last six years, said banks to 
immediately pay it out to depositors yet unpaid. 

As this scrip is paid to these two classes of people, 
they must attach a 5% emergency scrip stamp before 
passing it to another party, and afterwards 5% must 
also be attached quarterly by the holder until the face 
amount has been attached. 

My reasons for favoring these two classes of people, 
the soldiers and bank deposit losers, are: 

1. So the general public will have money in circu- 
lation for the benefit of all the people. 

2. The bonus receivers risked their lives and 
prospects of fortune for those who did not, and are 
entitled to receive in one year that which will equal 
95% of their bonus money, legally due some years 

3. The bank deposit losers are also entitled to 
receive from the hands of all the people 95% of their 
unpaid bank despolts, because we (all the people) 
voted to elect officers. These officers which we 
elected gave the banks sanction to do banking business. 
These officers which we elected also appointed in- 
spectors to watch the workings of these banks, and if 
the banks had not had the sanction of the U.S.A. and 
separate states, no one would have put money in the 
banks. We (the whole people) are therefore in honor 
bound to see that these depositors in institutions work- 
ing under our rules shall not lose. We ate now guar- 
anteeing bank deposits, and it this is right now, it was 
also right yesterday and also right six years ago. 

This emergency scrip to be good at par lor all 
purposes except to the government and to and frorr 
outside countries. 




THE NEWEST NEW DEAL 

A Quick, Sure, Safe, Simple, Honest, 
Permanent and graftless plan to end 
depression and with no expense to the 
government.

Banks are not required to attach scrip stamps and 
may refuse to accept scrip for deposit, when in their 
opinion they will be unable to pass it out before next 
quarterly stamping dates. If, however, the depositor is 
willing to attach one or more 5% quarterly stamps in 
advance, then the bank must accept, but may not pass 
this advance stamped scrip until the quarterly date has 
arrived, according to amount of advance stamped scrip. 
The requirements of bank to accept this scrip for deposit 
mjst be flexible, according to conditions prevailing 
at the time. 

Near the end of the five year term, banks may require 
any or all of their depositors to withdraw their deposits 
in part or in full, and such payments to depositors may 
be made in scrip money. Banks may also decline to 
pay Interest on deposits. The object of this plan is 
to keep money in circulation . . . not to hoard. 

This 1932 emergency scrip would read: "United 
States of America 1932 Emergency Scrip. After five 
years and when the proper amount of Emergency Scrip 
stamps have been attached, the U.S.A. will pay bearer 
face amount in ordinary currency." 

Anyone requiring change tor $1.00 scrip must be 
satisfied with 95c in silver. When the transaction is 
less than $1.00, the seller may demand silver or ordin- 
ary currency. It will be illegal for buyer or seller to 
ask or demand ordinary currency. 

The cost to all the people for scrip stamps would 
be twelve billion dollars, one hundred dollars per 
person, spread over a period of five years, but the 
great prosperity it would immediately bring would 
make it nearly unfelt. Who would not pay $100 spread 
over five years tor his old job back? You pay money 
tor rent of your house; is it not reasonable to pay for 
the use of money? 

The cost to the Government would be absolutely 
nothing, as the interest received, from the money 
received tor the scrip stamps, would be far more than 
cost for printing and issuing the scrip money and the 
scrip stamps. 

Banks which have tailed in last six years or which 
are about to tall shall receive this scrip money and 
immediately pay deposit losers. These banks must also 
turn over to the government all their assets, and having 
thus been relieved of debt as to depositors (by all the 
people), the government shall then proceed to convert 
these assets into cash or sound bank stock, so that tFjp 
stockholders will receive something, in some cases 
100%. My reason tor favoring bank stockholders is 
the same as deposlters. 

At the beginning I say this plan is quick. 

Quick, tor as soon as three billion dollars is passed 
out and circulating, business will immediately revive. 
If only two lines of business were to benefit, vie., 
house building and automobile manufacturing, it wouici 
be worth putting the newest new deal in force, but 
all lines of business would immediately boom. 

Sure. With twelve billion dollars changing hands 
every three months for five years, prosperity is abso- 
lutely certain. 

Safe. This plan is in no way upsetting our present 
democracy, which we have been building up for 150 
years and which we must continue to keep safe. 

Simple. There are absolutely no complications in 
this plan. Anyone can understand it, and also under- 
stancl why it will work. 

Honest. It we do not pay back the bank deposit 
losers, who put money in banks which we had working 
according to our rules, we are about as dishonest as 
it we had taken his money direct. It we do not pay 
the soldiers now when needed, we are just as un- 
reasonable as the soldier would have been it he had 
refused to go to war when we asked him. 

Pcfmanent. It it is not clear that prosperity has been 
returned permanently when this plan has been working 
four or five years, then another issue of similar scrip 
to pay pensions on an actuaral basis could be put in 
force, also another issue to pay federal officers and 
employees' salaries; but if the last issue as to federal 



salaries is necessary, employees of bachelor status 
receiving less than $1000 are to get a 5% raise, and 
those in benedict status receiving less than $1500 are 
to get a 5% raise. 

We in the state of California are required to pay 
2)4% on many purchases. This plan puts a brake on 
trade and also makes the poor man with a large family 
pay more than his share. With 5% quarterly on money, 
not goods, the man with the most money pays most of 
the 5%, which is far more equitable than any tax 
now in force. If you have no money on the quarterly 
date, you pay no tax. Other plans advocated may all 
have some advantages, but I cannot see how an attempt 
to use the unused farms and factories could beneht, 
for there are many farmers now who cannot dispose 
of their produce at a profit, and before an unused 
factory can operate, there must be a demand for the 
goods the factory would turn out. 

Neither can I see how $200.00 per month to people 
over 60 would work out equitably. Many 50 to 59 
are just as deserving as those who have attained 60, 
and to operate the plan, it would require an army of 
people to look after it, and another army to check up 
on the first bunch. A man under 60 must pay say 10% 
on his purchases to put $200 per month in the hands 
of others. 

The plan to destroy hogs and cotton, if part of the 
N.R.A. or C.W.A. plan, was very short sighted. The 
young fellow who was premier of Egypt 3650 years 
ago had a wiser plan, which was to build warehouses 
to store the surplus goods, and if the N.R.A. had used 
un?,mployed men to build warehouses and more of 
thi same men to transport the surplus goods to our 
starving people, it would have been more sensible. 
The law of supply and demand has always taken care 
of surplus goods. 

The plan to have thousands doing unrequired work 
at ten times reasonable cost keeps the man working 
from starving, but men making $12.00 per week in 
this work are unable to spend in a way to help the 
return of prosperity. 

If this newest new deal is put in force, it will: 

1st-- Pay soldiers their bonuses (95%). 

2nd — Pay bank deposit losers (95%). 

3rd — Pay bank stockholders something, in some cases 
100%. 

4th — Bring return of confidence in the Government. 

5th- Establish confidence in banks, and make them 
safe and solvent. 

6th — In one year put twelve billion in forced circu- 
lation and keep it circulating for five years. 

7th — Make employment for millions of people. 

8th — Immediately bring back prosperity. 

9th — Make employment tor boys and girls now, or 
soon leaving school, and thus keep them as useful 
citizens. 

10th -Make abundant business in all branches. 
Including Merchandising, Mining, Milling, Farming, 
Manufacturing, Banking, etc. 

11th -Permit the President to forget depression, 
and give his time to international affairs, the reduction 
of graft, and the reduction of our over officered and 
overpaid departments. 

12th— Reduce crime, kidnapping, theft, bootlegging, 
starvation, suicide, charity, etc. 

The soldiers and bank deposit losers and others 
would immediately build houses, and buy automobiles, 
etc., etc. I perceive that merchants would be the people 
who would attach most of the S% scrip stamps, and 
to make good this extra expense, would probably 
advance the price of goods. Merchants and others 
accepting scrip for future delivery of goods must be 
bonded to the satisfaction of the Government. 

It the newest new deal were to be put in force, 
and the hours of labor made 30 to 35 per week, it 
would be a very short time until the standard of living 
in these United States would be on a much higher 
plane than ever before attained here or in any other 
country. 

Everyone deserving would take a step up, Those 
living with their in-laws now would be living in a 
house by themselves. Those who rent now would 
be in a position to own their own homes. Those with- 
out an automobile could get one. Those who have one 
now could have two. Those who own their home now 
could have a week end house in the country, on the 
ocean, on a lake or river, or in the mountains, or in 
an orange grove, as their individual tastes called for. 
Golf courses, swimming pools, tennis courts, bowling 
greens, gymnasiums, etc., would be patronized by all 
whose inclinations turned that way. 

If N.R.A., C.W.A. , etc., progressed to the greatest 
extent anyone could now reasonably expect, it would 
still leave about 25% of the people on an oatmeal 
and bean diet, with a change occasionally to beans 
and oatmeal. Every man, woman and child in this 
country is as much entitled to a fresh, juicy steak and 
ham and eggs as he is to life, liberty and the pursuit 
of happiness. 




The only objection or criticism I have heard of the 
Newest New Deal, is that the people would not like 
the 5% deflation of their money. I will answer this 
by saying that we have deflation every time we pay 
any kind of taxes. The four billion dollars the President 
may spend will some day require to be collected 
by taxation and all this and billions more is not getting 
us anywhere, except to make unrequired work at 
wages that the receiver is unable to do more than 
subsist on, while the Newest New Deal would put 
all of us on our feet immediately.

A KIDICULOUS PLIGHT | 

The weakness of popular govern- 
ment was never more spectacularly ; 
shown than in the matter of the 
dog racing law. "Vox populi, vox 
del" is the slogan of democracy, but 
how foolish it sounds when we con- 
sider the favorable vote last fall on 
the dog racing referendum. In No- 
vember the people called for dog 
racing in no uncertain voice. Today 
every community prote.sts against 
having a dog racing establishment 
in its precincts, and the whole state 
realizes that it made a ridiculous 
mistake last fall. Even Governor 
James M. Curley, unconvinced even 
so lately "SSTiIs recent stay in Flor- 
ida, now realizes that dog racing 
is impossible in Massachusetts. The 
revulsion of feeling in the people of 
this state is decidedly creditable 
to them. All is not lost. The Puritan 
ideals which after all were only 
common sense in righteousness are 
still alive in the old Bay State. 

The News opposed dog racing, as 
well as libr.sc racing from the start. 
We fully realized the evils of both 
but so little did we understand the 
uninformed opinion of the voters on 
the evils c.f dog or horse race gam- 
bling that wc did not combat dog 
racing as much as we should have. 
Dog race gambling was sudh a low 
down racket that we thought the 
people of this .state would snow It 
under with their votes. We did not 
realize that most of the electorate 
had never lived in a state where 
dog and horse race gambling were 
allowed. The few of us who had had 
that experience knew what such 
gambling meant, Many voters In the 
best residence districts evidently had 
no conception of its evils until sud- 
denly four districts were threatened 
with dog race establLshments. Then 
they woke up and protested volubly, 
and the whole state saw the point. 

It seems clear that dog racing is 
•killed for this year at least. The 
legislators, the most timorous of 
creatures, are naturally hesitant 
about rescinding the result of a 
referendum so soon. They are de- 
laying tin they are sure which way 
the wind of popular feeling blows. 
Our readers would make no mistake 
in letting their representatives and 
senators know what they think about 
dog racing. It should be made il- 
legal by th^s year's legislature. Let 
us confess that last November we 
made a ridiciloiis decision, and re- 
solve to do better in the future.

handle the transactions." It was 
glaimed a financial loss to the city 
resulted. 

The report says the legal work in 
connection with the Legal Seouri- 
1 ties Corporation was done by Ed- 
ward Donovan, who "testified that 
h-j was called to the office of E. 
jl. Dolan Co.. under which name 
I f.dmund L. Dolan, then treasurer 
j jf the city of Boston, was also con- 
I .lucting a brokerage business, where 
'he met Dolan and Supple and re- 
j ceived the necessary instructions 
to guide him in his work." Later, 
the report says, Donovan submit- 
ted his draft of proposed by laws 
to Dolan. 

The report says there was evi- 
dence that Supple, the presiaent, 
had been in the employ of the E. L. 
Dolan Co. a number of years. It 
says the stock issued in S'lpple's 
name was apparently so held until 
he was superseded by J. Walter 
Quinn. While Supple had moved 
out of the state and could not be 
examined concerning his relations 
with Dolan "the inference is rea- 
■ionable, however, that both as an 
officer and as a stockholder he wae 
a mere straw for Dolan." 

Incorporator a Cleric 
Continuing, the report says that 
it appeared Winifred A. White oi 
Somerville. an incorporator, was 
secretary to John T. Connor who 
occupied a suite of rooms that ac- 
commodated "both the E. L. Dolan 
Co. and the Legal Securities Corp. 
The report says that Winifred 
White could not be located during 
the investigation and that ti.ere is 
nothing to indicate that shv per- 
formed other than routine cJS" " 
work. 

The report says Donovan testi- 
fied he paid nothing for hie shares 
and surrendered tbem when he left 
the corporation. 

"The latter appears to have been 
an intimate of Dolan's" the report 
comments in speaking of a transfer 
of stock from Supple to J. W, alter 
Quinn of Jamaica Plain, who suc- 
ceeded Supple as president. His 
testimony could not be taken, the 
report goes on, because "he was 
absent during the investigation.' 

John J. Mclnnis, an attorney, 
who later became secretary, held a 
few qualifying shares, paid noth- 
ing for them and didn't consider 
he owned them, the report states 
in dealing with his testimony. The 
report declares that Harold B. 
Simpson of Jamaica Plain, who 
succeeded Winifred White as treas- 
urer, was paid, according to testi- 
mony, about $20 or $25 a week for 
his work and prior to his connec- 
tion with the Legal Securities Corp- 
oration had been an employe of 
the E. L. Dolan Co. 

Employe.d by Dolan 
Mclnnis, the report charges, had 
also been employed by Dolan and 
secured his job with the LegU 
Securities Corp. through Dolar, and 
seemed to have no knowledge of 
the 'corporation's business. 

Either in the same suite oi in 
one connecting with that of the 
E. L. Dolan Co., the Legal Securi- 
ties Corp. established offices at 60 
Congress street, the report declares 
and changed its name to the R. L. 
Emerson Co.. Inc. 

After citing futile efforts to bring 
Dolan. who claimed he was sick, 
befor* the commission, Farnum 
continued: "The extent of the iden- 
tity of interest that existed between 
E L Dolan Co. and the Legal Se- 
curities Corp. is further empha- 
sized by critical analysis of their 
respective bank accounts. 

Bank Account Analysis 
"For example, from Aug. 12, 1930, 
to Aug. 10, 1931. E. L. Dolan Co. 
deposited in its account in the First 
National bank of Boston certain 
■checks drawn on the Federal Na- 
itional bank, aggregating $184,072.78. 
!A comparison of these particular 
, deposits with checks drawn by the 
I Legal Securities Corp. on its ac- 
! count in the Federal Nationa l

proves by the coincidence of 
amounts and time that these trans, 
actions represented money that 
Vas paid by the Legal Securities 
Corp. to E. L. Dolan Co. 

"Furthermore, from Oct. 2, 1930, 
to June 9, 1933, E. L. Dolan Co. 
deposited in its account in the First 
National bank certain checks drawn 
on the National Rockland bank in 
the total of $309,852.53. The cor- 
respondence in time and amounts 
of these deposits, with checks 
drawn by the Legal Securities Corp. 
on its own accounts in the I>iation- 
al Rockland bank leads to similar 
inference. 

"In the absence of the books and 
records of either company or any 
explanation from DcJan himself, it 
is not possible to determine the 
precise character of the transac- 
tions in which payments were 
made. 

Called Dolan Setup 
"It seems abundantly clear that 
the Legal Securities Corp. — both as 
such, and under the later name of 
R. L. Emerson Co., Inc., was noth- 
ing but a setup by Dolan and was 
cojnpletely controlled tjid domi- 
nated by him at all times through 
straw stockholders and officers, for 
the purpose, among other things, 
of enabling him to participate in 
profits accruing from the sale to 
the city of a large percentage of 
the securities purchased from time 
to time for the sinking funds, as 
well as other city funds. 

"The organization of the Legal 
Securities Corp. was obviously de- 
signed to mask the real character 
of this purpose and to conceal the 
participation ci Dolan in these 
transactions. It will be remembered 
that throughout the transactions 
related herein, Dolan was both city 
treasurer and treasurer of the 
Board of Sinking Fund commis- 
sioners. „ 

From July 17, 1930, to Dec. 28, 
1933 the net amount of purchases 
amounted to $2,940,000, the report 
continues, with the remark that ex- 
amination of the sinking fund pur- 
chases tell a significant story. Of 
this amount, the report charges, 
the Legal Securities Corp. was al- 
located $1,502,000, the John F. De- 
ver Co. $1,066,000, with the balance 
of $225,000 going to 10 other hou.= es. 
Aside from the brokers' commis- 
sion the 'corporation obtained c. ■'_ 
money, principally by the device of 



marking up "the selling price of 
the various bond purchases," the 
report further charges. 

On eight transactions, the report 
charges, the eity paid the Legal 
Securities Corp. approximately $61,- 
952.59 more than the bonds could 
have been purchased for elsewhere. 
"In character and extent, the 
cash deposits of the E. L. Dolan 
Co. in the Federal National bank 
call for some passing comment, ai 
least from checking the transcript 
of this amount," the report con- 
tinues. It appeared that from Oct. 
22, 1930, to Oct 22, 1931, there was 
a 'total of deposits of $361,093^ 
Of this amount $66,377.99 consisted 
of checks and the balance of $294,- 
715.54 was in cash. 

"Most of all these cash deposits 
were in round figures and the fol- 
lowing in particular were noted: 
Deposit of $500(1, $8000, $10,000, $11,- 
000, $15,000, $20,000, $28,700 and one 
deposit of $40,000. 

Curious Situation 
"On its face this exceptional pre- 
ponderance of cash deposits over 
deposits of checks, present a very 
curious situation, as cash trans- 
actions of such frequency and in 
such amounts cannot be explained 
by the ordinary course and the us- 
ual routine of brokerage businessi| 
alone and represents a wide de- 
parture from the customary con- 
duct of business in brokerage cir- 
cles." 

The Dolan case, Farnum told the 
committee, "speaks for itself." He 
said he had tried to summon vari- 
ous persons in the investigation, 
without success, and had never 
been able to "get a look at the 
books of the Dolan and Legal Se- 
curities Companies." 

He then told of his report Jan 
14, 1935, on tunnel-taking case it 
which Robert J. Bottomley wa" 



counsel and received fees totaling 
$36,590, which were deposited m a 
"very unusual account" in the New 
York Trust Co., despite the fact 
that Bottomley had an active ac- 
count in a Boston bank and a safe 
deposit box here. 

"Acted As Fence" 
The committee also agreed to 
make public reports on the tunnel 
land takings. Representative Hert- 
er charged that the Legal Secur- 
ities Corp. had acted as a "fence for 
the disposal of cash and securities 
obtained by individuals in a suspi- 
cious manner." Herter offered a 
bill of sale dated June 25, 1931, and 
purporting to be from the Legal 
Securities Corp. to the Charles- 
town Five Cents Savings bank of 
$19,000 worth of Boston Elevator 
bonds He declared that Abraham 
Lipp, Brootcline real estate dealer, 
had testified before the finance 
commission that these had gone 
to his brother-in-law, Jacob L. 
Beckman of Cadillac, Mich. 

Representative Herter said that 
Lipp received, with a partner, a 
profit of $250,000 on tunnel land 
takings, and said the conclusion 
could be drawn that the Legal Se- 
curities Corp. had acted as a 
fence." He said his order proposed 
an investigation to show the "con- 
nection between land takings and 
Dola bond purchases," and to trace 
profits. He said that among other 
things, it would have to be proved, 
to justify the order, that the com- 
mission "as now constituted, is not 
qualified to pursue the investiga- 
tion." 

Probe Letter Bead 
A letter from City Councilor 
L. Shattuck, authe? of the order 
for the original investigation, was 
read by Representative Herter, 
urging action. 

"I regret you did not publish 
these reports," Farnum remarked 
during the hearing. , . „ 

"The committee will understand 
my attitude a good deal better 
when they see the reports, fau - 
livan said. "My predecessors, all 
Ely men, did not see fit to pub- 
lish them. 

"There may have been many 
clues and leads left when I left 
the commission," Farnum said in 
dealing with his investigations and 
reports on the East Boston tunnel 
land takings.

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commission situation. It carnes 
the battle bet-v?een Governor Cur- 
ley and the commission — a tussle of 
long standing — into a new phase. 

Farnum was engaged and hie re- 
port prepared before the personnel 
of the finance commission was 
changed to its present makeup 
through removal proceedings, pro- 
motion of a member and subse- 
quent appointments by Governor 
Curley. This resulted in a majority 
of new members. Farnum ceased 
his connection with the commission 
after this change took place. And 
the report although subject of fre- 
quent speculation, was not pub- 
lished until it came out through to- 
day's hearing. 

Representative Herter said it had 
been admitted that the entire Far- 
num report had not come out and 
■would not come out undar the pres- 
ent finance commission. He said 
he would be glad to accept the com- 
mlttees decision on the size of a 
legislative ini-^stigation commis- 
«ion or would be agreeable to hav- 
ing the matter inveertigated by the 
attorney general. 

The Governor, long a foe of the 
commission, particularly while 
mayor of Boston, has riddled its 
ranks with removal proceedings, 
charging members with having 
clients whose interests conflicted 
•with those of the city on matters 
considered by the commission. 

The Farnum report was turned 
over to the rules committee by 
Chairman E. Mark Sullivan of the 
finance commission. 

Previously Farnum had testified 
he did not feel free to divulge cer- 
tain reports, but Chairman Sulli- 
van said the commission was will- 
ing to turn it over to the commit- 
tee and release Farnum from pro- 
fessional restrictions. He said, 
however, he didn't know Farnum 
had obtained copies of reports. 
Charges Folitics 

Prior to the decision of the ex- 
ecutive committee to release the 
Farnum report, a decision an- 
nounced by Speaker Leverett Sal- 
tonstall. Governor Curley said the 
move to have an investigation of 
the East Boston tunnel land tak- 
ings, as demanded by Representa- 
tive Herter before the committee, 
wa£r "purely political." 

The Governor .aaid that the 1934 
report of th» finance commission, 
filed with the Legislature had gone 
over his adminiat-ation with a "fine 
tooth comb and had found nothing 
irregular." He said the entire mat- 
ter was tested in the last election 
and he would not think they "would 
want to wage a second campaign 
on an issue on which they were so 
decisively beaten." 

This statement by the Governor 
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followed a conference with Repe. 
Kdward J- Kelley of Worcester and 
Roland D. Sawyer of Ware. They 
consulted him regarding Repre- 
sentative Sawyer's bill for an in- 
vestigation of the finance commis- 
sion „nd the Governor told them 
he was in favor of "investigating 
the investigators." 

Dummy Corporation 

The Farnum report, etatir.g its 
object as showing a total disregard 
for duties and obligations imposed 
on him while holding public office, 
particularly that of city treasurer, 
said that Dolan "bought a large 
amount of securities from himself 
as a bond broker by the device of 
setting up a dummy corporation to 
handle the transactions." It was 
qlaimed a financial loss to the city 
resulted. 

The report says the legal work in 
connection with the Legal Securi- 
ties Corporation was done by Ed- 
ward Donovan, who "testified that 
h-j was called to the office of E. 
I. Dolan Co.. under which name 
Jf.dmund L. Dolan, then treasurer 
,)f the city of Boston, was also con- 
'lucting a brokerage business, where 
he met Dolan and Supple and re- 
ceived the necessary instructions 
to guide him in his work." Later, 
the report says, Donovan submit- 
ted his draft of proposed by laws 
to Dolan. 

The report says there was evi- 
dence that Supple, the presiaent, 
had been in the employ of the E. L. 
Dolan Co. a number of years. It 



proves by the coincidence of 
amounts and time that these trans- 
actions represented money that 
Vas paid by the Legal Securities 
Corp. to E. L. Dolan Co. 

"Furthermore, from Oct. 2, 1930, 
to June 9, 1933, E. L. Dolan Co. 
deposited in its account in the First 
National bank certain checks drawn 
on the National Rockland bank in 
the total of $309,852.53. The cor- 
respondence in time and amounts 
of these deposits, with checks 
drawn by the Legal Securities Cmt). 
on its own accounts In the Nation- 
al Rockland bank leads to similar 
inference. 

"In the absence of the books and 
records of either company or any 
explanation from Dolan himself, it 
is not possible to determine the 
precise character of the transac- 
tions In which payments were 
made. 

Called Dolan Setup 

"It seems abundantly clear that 
the Legal Securities Corp. — both as 
such, and under the later name of 
R. L. Emerson Co., Inc., was noth- 
ing but a setup by Dolan and was 
completely controlled ijid domi- 
nated by him at all times through 
straw stockholders and officers, for 
the purpose, among other things, 
of enabling him to participate in 
profits accruing from the sale to 
the city of a large percentage of 
the securities purchased from time 
to time for the sinking funds, as 
well as other city funds. 

"The organization of the Legal 
Securities Corp. was obviously de 



says the stock issued in Supple'e signed to mask the real character 



of this purpose and to conceal the 
participation cf Dolan in these 
transactions. It will be remembered 
that throughout the transactions 
related herein, Dolan was both city 
treasurer and treasurer of the 
Board of Sinking Fund commis- 
sioners. 

From July 17, 1930, to Dec. 28, 
1933, the net amount of purchases 
amounted to $2,940,000, the report 
continues, with the remark that ex- 
amination of the sinking fund pur- 
chases tell a significant story. Of 
this amount, the report charges, 
the Legal Securities Corp. was al- 
located $1,502,000, the John F. De- 
ver Co. $1,066,000, with the balance 
of $225,000 going to 10 other houses. 

Aside from the brokers' commis- 



name was apparently so held until 
he was superseded by J. Walter 
Quinn. While Supple had moved 
out of the state and could not be 
examined concerning his relations 
with Dolan "the inference is rea- 
sonable, however, that both as an 
officer and as a stockholder he was 
a mere straw for Dolan." 

Incorporator a Clerk 

Continuing, the report says that 
it appeared Winifred A. White of 
Somerville, an incorporator, was 
secretary to John T. Connor who 
occupied a suite of rooms that ac- 
commodated "both the E. L. Dolan 
Co. and the Legal Securities Corp. ' 
The report says that Winifred 
White could" not be located during ij 
the investigation and that f:ere is J sion the 'corporation obtained 1 
nothing to' indicate that shv per- | money, principally by the device 
formed other than routine c' 
work. 

The report says Donovan testi- 
fied he paid nothing for his shares 
and surrendered them when he left 
the corporation. 

"The latter appears to have been 
an intimate of Dolan's" the report 
comments in speaking of a transfer 
of stock from Supple to J. V.'alter 
Quinn of Jamaica Plain, who suc- 
ceeded Supple as president. His 
testimony could not be taken, the 
report goes on, because "he was 
absent during the investigation.' 

John J. Mclnnis, an attorney, 
who later became secretary, held a 
few qualifying shares, paid noth- 
ing for them and didn't consider 
he owned them, the report states 
in Jealing with his testimony. The 
report declares that Harold B. 
Simpson of Jamaica Plain, who 
succeeded Winifred White as treas- 
urer, was paid, according to testi- 
mony, about $20 or $25 a week for 
his work and prior to his connec- 
tion with the Legal Securities Corp- 
oration had been an employe of 
the E. L. Dolan Co. 

Employed by Dolan 

Mclnnis, the report charges, had 
also been employed by Dolan and 
secured his job with the Legi-l 
Securities Corp. through Dolar. and 
seemed to have no knowledge of 
the corporation's business. 

Either in the same suite 01 In 
one connecting with that of the 
E. L. Dolan Co.. the Legal Securi- 
ties Corp. established offices at 60 
Congress street, the report declares 
and changed its nams to the R. L. 
Emerson Co., Inc. 

After citing futile efforts to bring 
Dolan, who claimed he was sick, 
befor* the commission, Farnum 
continued; "The extent of the iden- 
tity of interest that exi^.£d between 
E. L. Dolan Co. and the Legal Se- 
curities Corp. is further empha- 
sised by critical analysis of their 
respective bank accounts. 

Bank Account Analysis 

"For example, from Aug. 12. 1930, 

to Aug. 10, 1931, E. L. Dolan Co. 

deposited in its account in the First 

National bank of Boston certain 

checks drawn on the Federal Na- 

I tional bank, aggregating $184,072.78.

marking up "the selling price of 
the various bond purchases," the 
report further charges. 

On eight transactions, the report 
charges, the city paid the Legal 
Securities Corp. approximately $61,- 
952.59 more than the bonds could 
have been purchased for elsewhere. 

"In character and extent, the 
cash deposits of the E. L. Dolan 
Co. in the Federal National bank 
call for some passing comment, ai 
least from checking the transcript 
of this amount," the report con- 
tinues. It appeared that from Oct. 
22, 1930, to Oct 22, 1931, there was 
a total of deposits of $361.09." " 
Of this amount $66,377.99 consisted 
of checks and the balance of $294,- 
715.54 was in cash. 

"Most of all these cash deposits 
were in round figures and the fol- 
lowing in particular were noted: 
Deposit of $300^ $8000, $10,000, $11 - 
000, $15,000, $20,000, $28,700 and one 
deposit of $40,000. 

Curious Situation 

"On its face this exceptional pre- 
ponderance of cash deposits over 
deposits of checks, present a very 
curious situation, as cash trans- 
actions of such frequency and in 
such amounts cannot be explained 
by the ordinary course and the u.^- 
ual routine of brokerage business 
alone and represents a wide de- 
parture from the customary con- 
duct of business in brokerage cir- 
cles." 

The Dolan case, Farnum told the 
committee, "speaks for itself." He 
said he had tried to summon vari- 
ous persons In the investigation, 
without success, and had never 
been able to "get a look at the- 
books of the Dolan and Legal Se- 
curities Companies."

counsel and received fees totaling 
$36,590, which were deposited in a 
"very unusual account" in the New 
York Trust Co., despite the fact 
that Bottomley had an active ac- 
count in a Boston bank and a safe 
deposit box here. 

"Acted As Fence" 
The committee also agreed to 
make public reports on the tunnel 
land takings. Representative Hert- 
er charged that the Legal Secur- 
ities Corp. had acted as a "fence for 
the disposal of cash and securities 
obtained by individuals in a suspi- 
cious manner." Herter offered a 
bill of sale dated June 25, 1931, and 
purporting to be from the Legal 
Securities Corp. to the Charles- 
town Five Cents Savings bank of 
$19,000 worth of Boston Elevator 
bonds. He declared that Abraham 
Lipp, Brootcline real estate dealer, 
had testified before the finance 
commission that these had gone 
to his brother-in-law, Jacob L. 
Beckman of Cadillac, Mich. 

Representative Herter said that 
liipp received, with a partner, a 
profit of $250,000 on tunnel land 
takings, and said the conclusion 
could be drawn that the Legal Se- 
curities Corp. had acted as "a 
fence." He said his order proposed 
an investigation to show the "con- 
nection between land takings and 
Dola bond purchases," and to trace 
profits. He said that among other 
things, it would have to be proved, 
to justify the order, that the com- 
mission "as now constituted, is not 
qualified to pursue the investiga- 
tion." 

Probe Letter Bead 
A letter from City Councilor 
L. Shattuck, author of the order 
for the original investigation, was 
read by Representative Herter, 
urging action. 

"I regret you did not publish 
these reports," Farnum remarked 
during the hearing. 

"The committee will understand 
my attitude a good deal better 
when they see the reports," Sul- 
livan said. "My predecessors, all 
Ely men, did not see fit to pub- 
lish them. 

"There may have been many 
clues and leads left when I left 
the commission," Farnum said m 
dealing with his investigations and 
reports on the East Boston tunnel 
land takings. 
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Curley's Friend Charged 
i With City Bo nd Profit 

Boston Finance Commission's Report Accuses Former 
City Treasurer Dolan of Buying Securities From 
Himself Through 'Dummy' Company — Governor 
Had Called Move to Renew Probe 'Purely Political'

: benefiting from purchases of city 

. bonds, in a report made public for 

i the first time today by the House 

rules committee. 

The legislative committee made 
public a report by George R. Par- 
num, special investigator for the 
Boston finance commissioner, which 
charged that Dolan, while holding 
his city offlce, "in total disregard for 
his duty . . . bought a large amount 
of securities from himself, as a bond 
brol<er. by the device of setthig up 
a 'dunmiy' corporation to handle the 
f transactions." , 

? The committee made Parnum's re- 
port public after adjournment of a 
hearing on a proposed investigation 
by a special legislative committee 
Into land taking and bond purchases 
of the city of Boston. The Boston 
finance committee, a state body that 



keeps a check on municipal expendi- 
tures, recently dropped a similar in- 
vestigation. 

The governor characterized the at- 
tempt to renew the investigation as 
"purely political." 

"It was Mr Dolan's duty," said the 
report, "by virtue of these positions 
(aii city treasurer and county treas- 
urer) to purchase securities for in- 
vestment of the sinking funds, teach- 
ers' retirement funds, and miscel- 
laneous trust funds as receipts of 
these funds accumulated. It was also 
his duty to serve the city in these 
positions of trust, with undivided 
loyalty. As a corollary, the elementa- 
I'y obligaxiona devolved upon him, 
while occupying those positions, to 
serve no adverse interest, and above 
all, to scrupulously refrain from any 
participation in the transactions in 
which he represents the city with the 
motive of seeking any personal profit 
or individual advajiti^ge."

3 the hearing on the governor j; order 
for Hultman's removal, notwithston-ling 
the declaration of .John P. F'eeney, (spe- 
cial prosecutor, that the case against 
Hultman involved "moral turpitudo." 

The postponement was granted after 
Clarence A. Barnes, counsel ff.r Hultman, 
had placed before the council a demand 
for specifications of the chargcH n gainst 
hlB client, which previously had been 
refused by the governor, who declined to 
amplify his order that Huluiian\> removal 
was "for the good of the tervice." 

Th« governor not only relented In h'» 
refusaJ to furnish specifications of the 
charges but he also acquiesced to the 
request that further time be granted to 
permit Hultman and his counsel to ex- 
amine records at police headquarter* and 
to have more time in whlcn to obtain 
witnresaes. 

Wlien the hearing opened, fearnes told 
the council that he did not want to pro- 
ceed without knowing anything .■ibouti 
the case. He said Feeney had told him 
about "some of the <:nateriai he has, and 
If that is all he hag, I wo'i'.dn't hesitate 
about going ahead today, but I have no 
way of knowing that he won't bring in 
scr'o'hlnf^ cl'e.'*

p"'-tment. Governor Curley remarked, 
"Tou mean such records as are ieft there 
no\. , reternng to the report t some 
of lae lecord;! ciiuld not b3 found wlien 
search was made for them recently. 

Barnes said that he had been refused

furthermore, he felt that his client was 
entitled to speolflcations of the chargos 
so that he might prepare his defense. 
Tho rinvrrnor inquired how Feeney felt 
about furnishing specifications and the 
.sp,c,;il counsel replied that tlie Hultman 
cns;> was no different from the cases in- 
volving the removal of members of the 
Bostiin .B'inanee Commission. 

He declared, furthermore, that he 
had given Barnes a written copy of the 
ri^moval order, and that he had talked 
*lth witnesses called by Hultman him- 
self and had drawn from them evidence 
tt, show thai Hultman was "not a proper 
person to hold any job as commissioner." 
On his own part. Feeney said, he had 
worked day and night on the case. Then 
he astonished the council and spectators 
hy declaring: 

"This case Is different from the other 
two removal cases hecauao moral turpi- 
tude is involved In this case and I want 
to go on record as saying this."

Eliot Wads worth, president 
of the Chamber of Commerce, today 
reaffirmed his conviction that such 
a probe should ensue without delay 

Those demanding the investiga- 
tion minced no words In tossing 
pointed questions concerning al- 
leged profits on municipal bond 
transactions which they said in- 
volved the purchasing by Mr. Ed- 
mund L. Dolan of securities from 
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his own "dummy" corporation while 
he was city treasurer. Opponents of 
the proposed Investigation place the 
motive squarely in the lap of 
former Governor Ely and assert it 
is a political drive to discredit Gov- 
ernor Curley. Mr, Dolan emphati- 
cally denies the allegcitions and in- 
sists that his term as treasurer 
actually cost him money. 

Today's situation developed from 
a series of municipal negotiations 
long under the scrutiny of Mr. 
George R. Farnum, a former Assist- 
ant United States Attorney Gene.'-al, 
acting for the Boston Finance Com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Parnums "discoveries" have 
t)een pounced upon bv Representa- 
tive Christian A. Herter of Boston, 
who referred the matter to the 
House Rules Committee, Herter's 
action is approved and backed by 
Senator Henry Parkman. Judge 
Jacob J. Kaplan, finance committee 
member, and others. Testimony be- 
fore the Rules Committee this week 
brought forth statements that of 
$2,887,919 in bonds purchased by the 
city, $1, -578 ,432 was handled by the 
Legal Securities Corporation, said 
to have been controlled by Mr. 
Dolan. Another $1,075,000 was pur- 
': chased through the John P. Dever 
Company, and the remaining $23.3,- 
827 were obtained from some 10 
other bond hou.ses. 

Some of the bonds bought through 
(he Dever Company were first 
handled by the Legal Securities firm, 
it was said. P. J. Bradlee Jr., broker, 
reported that It was "virtually im- 
possible to sell bonds to the city 
except by way of the Legal Securi- 
ties Corporation." He added that "in 
jiracttcally overy instance the city 
was paying a higher price than any 
interested purchaser need have 
paid."

Denies CurleY^ ^Power 

Slapping directly at the embattled 
forces of Governor Curley, his pred- 
ecessor as chief executive, Joseph B. 
Ely, returned to Boston today to 
issue his first blast in the present 
conflict. 

"The Hultman ouster proceeding, 
which Governor Curley has post- 
poned for two weeks, Is a complete 
waste of time," he asserted. 

Governor Curley wasted the f^rst 
three weeks of his administration 
with settling personal grudges and 
building up his machine mstead of 
serving the State's taxpayers, Mr. 
Ely charged. 

Power "Exaggerated" 

Denying that the Governor led an 
all powerful political machine, Mr. 
Ely asserted that the Governor's 
power was grossly exaggerated by 
his supporters. "There is no state in 
the Union where voters are as free 
from political control as they are In 
Massachusetts," he said. 

Referring to the "Dolan hearing" 
he said that doubtless many of the 
allegations concerning the tunnel 
land takings are true, and he ex- 
pressed the opinion that Dolan and 
the city were inextricably Jinked up 
in the affair. 

The former Governor said he 
thought the Dolan and Hultman 
affairs are waking Massachusetts 
voters from a deep slumber, which, 
he said, descended upon them when 
Governor Curley opened his cam- 
paign and which has continued, he 
stated, until these publicity bomb- 
shells awakened them, 

"Legitimate Criticisms" 

"While we dealt a great deal in 
personalities ;' ig the heat of the 
last campaign and during the last 
days of my Administration," the 
form-r Governor tamltted, "these 
statements I am making today are 
legitimate criticisms I believe." 

When informed that he might be 
aske I J ap, as a character witness 
for former Police Commissioner 
Eugene C. Hultman (whom Gov- 
ernor Curley has indicated will be 
the next Ely . .:pointee to go) the 
former Governor told the Monitor he 
would most certainly go to MV. Hult- 
man's aid. 

"Hultman," former Governor Ely 
said, "is a good, efficient, conscien- 
tious oflaclal— particularly well qual- 
ified for his present position as 
chairman of the Metropolitan Com- 
mission because of his technical 
training." 

The former Governor today reiter- 
ated the statement Issued Just before 
his recent term of ofHcc ended, namely 
that he wouldn't be a candidate in 
1936. Observers were quick to note 
that he didn't limit his activities 
after next year. He expres.sed the 
opinion that Governor Curley would 
seek a second term.

j Prosecutors in Favor 

I A number of district attorneys were 
j recorded in favor. They included 
Edmund R. Dewing of Norfolk Coun- 
ty, who said his office could easily use 
two more detectives than are now 
assigned to it. 

He cited a recent murder case as 
an illustration of the value of hav- 
ing a sufficient force to collect evi- 
dence "when it is hot." 

Dist Atty Warren L. Bishop of Mid- 
dlesex County spoke of the organized 
crime which has developed in recent 
yesrs and of the necessity of the 
State's having an up-to-date organi- 
zation tc combat it. He felt the com- 
peasation of State detectives, in view 
of the work they are called upon to 
do, is ridiculously low. 

Dist Atty William C. Crossley of 
Bristol also spoke in favor. 

Asst Dist Atty A. Andre Gelinas of 
Worcester County said the State as- 
signs only one detective to care for 
that county, outside the city of

During the past few weeks there 
has been one of the most astound- 1; 
mg manifestations cf the force of ■ 
public opinion that this Common-'' 
:^v•ealth has seen in many a long 

year. 

The Legislature of 1934, urged 
from many quarters to legalize 
pari-mutuel betting on horse racing 
and dog racing, decided to be dis- 
creet about them. The questions 
were separated and submitted to 
the voters. But not in the way 
customary when the principle of 
local option is applied in Massa. 
chusetts, where the population 
thinks and acts by municipalities 
and not by counties. Long experi- 
ence in preprohibition years had 
made t^e voters accustomed to de- 
ciding for or against license in the 
cities or towns. But they had never 
voted by counties 

When they found on the ballot 
questions of betUng under the pari 
mutuel system, the vote to be 
taken by counties, they were some- 
what hazy. The results showed 
that majorities in every county ap 
proved of horse racing and that 
only two counties, Barnstable and 
Dukes, looked with disfavor on dog 

racing. 

In the course of events the 
Racing Commission was appointed 
and, after a change in its me«ber- 
Bhip, the commission proceeded to 
issue licenses for dog tracks. Of 
course each of these had to be lo 
cated definitely. Then it was that 
public opinion began to stir with 
the consciousness that the project 
ed track was to be wiUiin tlie 
limits of a particular municipality 
This seemed utterly different 
from having a track somewhere in 
the county. It set thinking those 

who lived in the neighborhoods 

affected. Large numbers of them 

did not relish the prospect. Com- 
munity sentiment smouldered until 

it burst into flame. To be sure 

capable leaders appeared to make 

the objections articulate and to fan 

the flameofprotest,but they could 

have done nothing had not consid- 
erable public opinion indorsed 
their leadership. 

Officials and legislators on Bea 
con HiU were made aware of the 
reaction. The sentiment for a re- 
consideration of the question be- 
came so strong as to compel notice. 
For once protest was not futile. No 
party lines were drawn upon a 
matter which had stirred so many 
to the boiling point. At first it 
seemed possible that a technical 
method might be found to put the 
settlement over until the State 
election of 1936, but the more that 
was heard from the voters the less 
desirable such delay appeared. 

Fortunately for the cause of the 
objectors a bill for repeal had been 
filed on time. Had it been late 
one-fifth of the membership of the 
House of Representatives could ^ 
have blocked its admission. As it ; 
is the movement cannot be stopped 
except by a majority. 

Whether the approval given by 
majorities in 12 of the counties last 
November wiU be reversed re 
mains to be seen. It happens not 
infrequently that objectors make 
more stir than their numbers really 
warrant and that the numerical 
majority is on the other side 
Whether it is so in this case must 
be decided by' the legislators who 
desiring to retain a hold on their 
constituents, are prone to side witn 
the majority. 

The vecent trend of sentiment 
snakes it entirely possible that a 
repeal measure will be passed by 
the General Court and laid upon 
Go v Curley' s desk,

Fitzgerald Speaks for Port

Dolan denied ever having any in- 
terest in the Mohawk Packing Com- 
pany. 

"It was my family's business," he 
said.

"I know as treasurer of the city 
of Boston I gave the city the 'oest 
thstt was in me," was another of his 
statements to the Finance Commis- 
sion. 

When Dolan appeared before the 
Finance Commission, he was accom- 
panied by Thomas J. Mahony, as 
counsel. Judge Jacob J. Kaplan 
conducted the examination of Dolan 
f<* the Commission. Other commis- 
sioners present at the hearing were 
Chairman SuUivan, Alexander 
Wheeler, William A. KeiUy. and 
Joseph McKenney. Also present were 
Kobert E. Cunniff, secretary, and Wil- 
liam F. Campbell, investigator. 

Dolan's Testimony

Mr 
Dolan — That was always so. After 
the stock market crash you had to 
be mdre careful than ever. Business 
was so bad you had to conceal where 
you could the source of your sales, 
your customers' names. Frequently, 
you would cash in the checks and 
deposit cash. Both Federal National 
and First National had stock and 
bonds affiliates. 

Mr McKenney — You mean conceal 
from the banks? A. When I worked 
for the Old Colony Trust Co and 
First National myself — bond sales- 
men — we'd go to the coupon bond 
clerk's department to get the names 
of prospective bond buyers, the 
people who were putting in coupons. 

By the Chairman — Then, they 
would solicit those customers in com- 
petition? A. Yes, indeed. 

Mr Mahony — The Dolan Company 
deposited checks which they received 
from their customers in the Fedrtal 
National Bank or the First National 
Bank. Was it possible for the af- 
filiate security company of the Fed- 
eral National Bank or^the First Na- 
tional Bank to learn the identity of 
your customers and then go out and 
get them? A, It was very likely 
they would.

Kept $100,000 in Safe 

Q. Mr Kaplan — You say out of your 
earnings that you had accumulated a 
fund which consisted of securities 
and cash, the cash itself being in ex- 
cess of $100,000 and you kept this 
fund in a safe deposit vault at the 
First National Bank and in your own 
safe at your own office? A. I had 
cash and securities.

Q. Halsey, Stuart is a large house — 
one of the largest houses engaged in 
the general bond business.

Had to Pay in Cash 

Q. 'When you issued checks with 
the Federal National Bank, you were 
then dealing with tile bank check. 
How was it they would not recog- 
nize the check? A. I might have been 
paying off some loan at the Federal 
National Bank. 

Q. Did anybody at the Federal Na- 
tional Bank tell you they would in- 
sist on bringing in cash? A. No, but 
I had to have cash. That's all I liad 
to put up. When I had to make pay- 
ments on loans I had to produce the 
cash, either at the Federal Natioiial 
Bank, or I drew a check to the person 
to whom we owed the money to re 
duce the loan, probably had the check 
certified, probably had to have the 
check certified. 

Q. Have you any other explanS' 
tion of these cash deposits other than 
the fact that you say— A. There is 
none except that we were doing busi' 
ness on practically a cash basis. I 
had taken very severe losses through 
people giving rrie bad checks. I put 
through a rule in the office that we 
had to have cash or certified checks, 
or we wouldn't do business. If an 
account was at the State Street Trust 
Company, they were instructed to go 
to the State Stjreet Trust Company 
and get the cash. I had had too many 
cases where securities were delivered 
and bad checks given to me. We 
were doing business on a cash basis 

Q. Mr Wheeler: Was that usuai 
among brokers doing your kind of 
business at that time? A. I would 
certainly think so. They required 
certified checks and cash before they 
would deliver.

The ouster case against Eugene C. 
Hultman. chairman o£ the Metropoh- 
tar District Commission, was post- 
poned this afternoon by Gov Curiey 
for two weeks. Tha hearmg will go 
on Wednesday, April 3. 

Because "moral turpitude is in- 
volved m the charges which attorney 
John P. Feency, the G°vernor_s pro- 
secutor, intends to press, the Gover- 
nor decided to accede to the request 
of Commissioner Hultman for speci- 
fications in the case. ,..„„iri 

Attorney Feeney said that he would 
have these specifications drawn by 
next Tuesday. Attorney Clarence 
Barnes, appearing for Hultman, stated 
that he w-o^.d not be able to prepare 
a defense by March 27. the next regu- 
lar Council meetins: day. and Gov 
Curiey then granted the two weeks 
postponement. 

Vo Charg'eS So Far, Officially 

Questioned this noon, as he walked 
rrom the State House to the regular 
weekly luncheon with the Executive 
Council, Gov Curiey told the Globe: 

"So far no charges have been made 
oflRcially against Mr Hu tman other 
than the one of -moral turpitude 
which John P. Feeney named at the 
hearing this noon. 

"If vou want to know the exact 
charge's, you should see Mr Feeney 
and I should think it would be highlj 
improper if Mr Feeney gave those 
charges to you. 

"Mr Feenev said he would present 
them to counsel for Mr Hultnian next 
Tuesday. Thev will probably be made 
public at that time.

In the case of A. David Epstem he 
said the land was bought by the 
father of Epstein's wife in 1885 and 
was setUed for only 20 percent above 
the assessed valuation while in the 
Roberts case the amount was lid per- 
cent over the assessed valuation. 

"The connection of my clients ana 
myself with the East Boston Tunnel 
land takings was clean and above 
board," said Bottomly. "and there is 
nothing in my professional conduct 
which can be fairly criticized in any 
way.

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FOUR FORMER GOVERNORS 
MAY APPEAR FOR HUL TMAN 

Gov. C urley Asked By Counsel For Commis- 
sioner to Invite Cox, Fuller, Allen and 
I Ely to Testify to Latter's Integrity 



BOSTON, March 19 W— On the 
eve of the hearing before the 
executive council to determine 
whether Eugene C. Hultman shall 
be deposed as chairman of the 
Metropolitan District Commission, 
his counsel served Governor Jamco 
M. Curley with a list of Hultman 
witnesses that included four former 
governors of Massachusetts. 

Hultman, former police commis- 
sioner of Boston, whose political 
scalp Curley promised to get even 
before Curley was elected and 
whose sudden transfer from the 
police post in the closing hours of 
the Ely administration was gen- 
erally interpreted as a move to save 
him from Curley's promised dis- 
missal, has repeatedly demanded a 
bill of specifications from the gov- 
ernor. 

Today Curley again refused to 
interest himself in Hultman's re- 
quest for a list of the charges 
agfiinst him. 

He said Hultman would get the 
specifications when the hearing 
opened before the executive coun- 
cil which alone has the right to 
uphold or dismiss the governor's 
charges. 

In declaring tonight that the 
commissioner has nothing "to con- 
ceal" his counsel, Clarence Barnes 
asked the governor to invite the 
following witnesses to testify to 
Hultman's integrity: , 

Former Governors Channing Cox, 
Alvan T. Fuller, Frank G. Allen 
and Joseph B. Ely; Police Commis- 
sioner Eugene M. McSweeney; 
Martin H. King, superintendent of 
police; four deputy superintendents 
and Malcolm H. Nichols, former 
mayor of Boston. 

Curley's case against Hultman 
will be presented by John P. 
Feency, the governor's personal 
counsel. 

Seek More Detectlven 

A group of district attorneys 



and Paul G. Kirk, the commissioner 
of public safety underwent the 
questioning today at the joint ways 
and means committee hearing on 
the Curley-cndorsed proposal to 
increase the detective branch of the 
state police by 32 members. 

TJie department now has 18 de- 
tectives. 

Kirk recently asked for only 20 
additional men but Governor Cur- 
ley and his council went him a 
dozen better by recommending that 
a total of 50 detectives be em- 
ployed. 

All district attorneys and police 
representatives present recorded 
themselves wholeheartedly in fa- 
vor of the proposal. The delega- 
tion included District Attorneys 
Warren L. Bisho'- of Middlesex 
county, William C. Crosslcy of 
Bristol county, Edmund R. Dewing 
of Norfolk county, and Hugh A. 
Crcgg of Essex county. 

Edwin G. Norman, former dis- 
trict attorney of Worcester county, 
intimated that police of that sec- 
tion were forced to resort to third- 
degree methods to obtain informa- 
tion becau.se of lack of detectives. 

Former Attorney General Joseph 
E. Warner was present to urge 
that his successor, Paul A. Dever, 
be given "at least one man" from 
the new detective force. At pres- 
ent, no detective is assigned to the 
attorney general's office. 

The bill of Rep. John J. Whalen 
of Brockton, which proposes a 
change in the manner of electing 
and the tenure in office of the 
Brockton .school board occupied 
further time of the committee ou 
cities.

Several weeks ago, when the fu- 
ture for horse and dog racing looked 
more promising, Henrv F. Long, 
Jommissioner of taxation" and corpor- 
ations, estimated the total revenue

The present bickering means that 
Long will have to set a new basis for 
his distribution of these monies, if at 
all.

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Governor Curley Promises 
To End Discrimination Against 
j Italians At Rousing R eception 



Oh his first public appearance 
in the Garden City since he as- 
sumed tUo office of chief execu- 
tive of the ComnionweaUh, Gov- 
ernor Curley was honored at a 
testimonial banouet tendered by 
the Middlesex County Italian 
League in the ?tate Armory, West 
Newton, last night. 

In his address before the gath- 
ering of nearly five hundred men 
and women, including many prom- 
inent personiJ of Italian ex- 
traction, Governor Curley paid a 
high tribute to the Italian race 
and promised to do his ntmost to 
end racial disoiimination in the 
filling of governmental posts. 

"In Boston the present adminis- 
tration holds little regard for the 
men of Italian extraction whom I 
appointed to office," he said. 
"They are beins removed system- 
atically. But for every one so re- 
moved I shall find a place in the 
service of the state. 

"Our duty is to see that people ^ 
of this race are no longer discrim-, 
inated against with the cold, cat- 
ions, studied neglect that has 
been their lot wince the founding 
of this state.' 

The Governor praised the at- 
laiiinicnts of Premier Mussolini, 
terming him "one of the greatest, 
men in all history" and asserting 
that he had been "the real pre- 
server of peace in the world dni-- 
iug the past ten years. 

Senatoi' Joseph A. bangone of! 
Boston, who was one of the 
speakers who preceded the Gov-] 
ernor, turned to the latter and j 
said point blank: 

"Let's get down to brass tacks, 
Governor. Ho-.v many jobs have 
you got to give the Italian peo- 
ple-" ,■ ^ 
To this the (Jovernor replied. 

"Filling .lobs is tlic least of my 
troubles. Every Italian whom I 
appointed in Boslon has lost bis 
job. Ah fast as the Mayor of Bos- 
ton removes them, I find a place 
for them with the state. After I 
have taken care of those that the 
Mayor discharges, I will give con- 
sid«ration to th;-=e who have not 
■been cohsiderod."

Cheaper light and power, especially for domestic use, is cer- 
tain to encourage consumption. Gasolene, untaxed, sold for more 
than 30 cents a gallon at one time and the cost of it made motor- 
ing a luxury. When "gas" dropped to half this price and less, 
enabling the commonwealth to tax it without defeating the pur- 
pose of taxation, which is to raise money with least complaint, 
consumption of gasolene doubled and trebled and continued to 
multiply. 

Increased consumption of electricity is desirable both from 
the viewpoint of the public and that of the company. For con- 
sumers in general it means more home conveniences and com- 
forts, one of the most fundamental of which is adequate lighting. 
For households forced by circumstances to economize, it means 
more light after dark without added expense.

Marble of Fitchburg was last night 
chosen chairman of a committee of 
three to represent two cities and 
seven towns in a concerted drive to 
clean up the Nashua river. 

The other members of the com- 
mittee are Frank C. Harmon, Ayer 
selectman, and Harmar Morse, Lan- 
caster selectman. 

Representatives of the cities and 
town.s, gathered in the town hall 
here last night, approved a petition 
which will be sent to Senators David 
I. Walsh and Marcus A. Coolidge, 
Representatives Edith Nourse 
Rogers and Joseph E. Casey, and 
Gov. J ames M. Curiev asking them 
to work for a PWA and work relief 
appropriation to clean up the river 
from the standpoint of health, pol- 
lution, flood control arid recreation. 

The peLitions will be signed by 
the mayor and members of the 
councils of Fitchbm-g and Leomin- 
ster and the boards of selectmen of 
Lancaster, Clinton, Harvard, Shir- 
ley, Ayer, Groton and Pepperell. 

Capt. William M. Dimcanson of 
Clinton, member of the National 
Guard, said that excess flowage in 
the Nashua raises the level of both 
branches so high that when they 
join together they flood vast re- 
gions, causing marsh lands. He also 
said tliat because there is only a 
five-foot drop in one eight-mile 
section of the river, it dams easily 



and sewage, refuse and flotsam are 
deposited among bushes and trees 
bordering the stream. 

He recommended dredging the 
stream to make its channel deeper, 
wider and straighter thus eliminat- 
ing numerous sharp bends, and 
causing tlie water to flow faster. 

He said that the project would 
probably entail an expenditure of 
$4,000,000. Such a grant, he said 
would replace ERA smaller projects 
and result in lasting good instead of 
a mere expenditure of money for 
relief with nothing accomplished. 

Mr. Marble, who is largely re- 
sponsible for the movement, hav- 
ing circulated tlie first letter which 
brought the group together a week 
ago, said that flood conditions 
caused as much damage and nuis- 
ance as the refuse dumi>ed irito the 
stream. 

"Places at Devens which were 
drylands during the World war are 
now either marshy or under water," 
Capt. Duncanson said. "Farms are 
steadily losing their lands to Ihe 
river as more and more areas be- 
come flooded." 

Mr. Marble praised the Crocker, 
Burbank & Co. Assn. and said they 
had spent $200,000 on a system to 
rid commercial sewage of impurities 
before turning it into the river. 

The prr^ject as it now stands will 
be to dreclge the river from Metro- 
politan dam on the south branch 
a nd t he Snow mill pond in Wsm 

Fitchburg on the north branch, clear 
to the state line.

All Income in excess of the amount 
needed to pay the dividend would be 
applied to public welfare, old age 
pensions, and other public needs.

"This would jut an end to large 
profits now accruing to a small group 
in control of the racket," Greenwood 
said, "and put profit.-! to proper v[&es." 
Conrad W. Crookcr, appearing as 
counsel for William H. Gardner who h.

"I favor repeal of such portions of 
the law as apply to dog racing," he 
said.

Revoke all dog racing 
licenses granted up to the present 
time and the situaiion, with repeal, 
win be well covered." 

Crooker said his clients were still 
interested in parl-mtttuel betting on 
horse racing but under "a sound and 
practical law."

TARIFF CHANGE

New England Solons and 
Business Men- Score 
/ Reduction Plan 

'WASHINGTON, March 20 (UP) 
—Strong protests against tariff re- 
duction.s on New England products 
which have competition from Can- 
ada were registered here at hear- 
ings on a proposed trade agreement 
with the Dominion. 

Governor Brann, Senator Hale 
(R) and Senator White (R), all 
of Maine, joined in declaring that 
tariff reductions on Maine prod- 
ucts would be very injurious. 

Representative Andrew (R-Mass.> 
submitted a petition signed by all 
the senators and representatives 
of both parties in New England 
urging protection of the ocean 
fishing industry and opposing any 
tariff reductions. 
i Governor Brann said the matter 
was very grave as it affected Maine. 
He pointed out there is an over- 
production of potatoes there and 
thought there should be no im- 
ports. Wood products indu.slries of 
Maine were also said io be in a 
very serious situation becau.se of 
high costs under NRA codes. 

'The codes, so far as the 'small 
industrie.<? of Maine are concerned 
have been absolutely detrimental "' 
he said, "They have had to meet 
higher cost.s of production under 
the codes without sufficient pro- 
tection against imports." 

Representative Andrew said that 
If protection is withdrawn, it will 
mean the end of the New Eng- 
land fishing industry. "Hundreds 
of ves.sels will be tied to the docks 
tJlousands of fishermen will be 
Idle and on relief, and the fishing 
industry of this country will move 
to Canada." 

A large group of New England 
business spokesmen presented simi- 
lar views.

ERA Officials Should Remember Taxpayers 

More and more, it becomes evident that someone should draw 
up an ERA project to employ a person who will spend a little time 
each day in making known to the officials of the relief atjministra- 
tion here that they are dealing with public funds and it is the tax- 
payers' right to know what is going on within the organization. 

There Is no rea.=;on for either workers on ERA projects or 
newspapermen who seek information, getting what is so aptly 
described as the "ran-around." 

If there is any efficiency at all in the local ERA setup, the 
reason for the suspension of a score of workers on the Rhode 
Island sewer project must have been known to someone else in the 
organization besides the administrator. 

When the men who were discharged went to the Globe Building 
they should have been told that ledge was struck and their services 
had to he dispensed with temporarily. Someone should have put 
himself out sufficiently to outline to these men, all of whom are 
trying to earn a little money to help their families, just what would 
have to be done on the job before they could be returned to work. 
Instead, they are told to see this one and that one. 
It Is the custom for ERA officials here to deny that anything 
but the utmost in courtesy Is being extended to the public at the 
headquarters. 

However, when a newspaperman seeking to present to the 
public the reason for a layoff on a job on which taxpayers' funds 
are being expended, is given the "run-around," all the talk of 
courte.sy proves just so much hooey. 

I Information on Projects Should Be Availahlc — 

This writer called the ERA office yesterdcy to learn what the 
workers had been unable to find out about their layoff. 

The administrator's secretary reported he was not at the office. 

In the belief that the chief clerk would know something about 
the personnel, the Information was sought from him, He said he 
wo\ilcl get Bn explanation. In less than a minute, ha returned 
to the phone to suggest, "Call Mr. Ashton." 

Once more, yours truly called the ERA office and asked for 
the assistant administrator. 

The question was put to him and the abrupt answer was, "See 
Mr. Lahey." 

The mere tact that the administrator was not in the office 
apparently meant little or nothing. Nor did the very evident fact 
that the Herald News was seeking information to give to the 
men and women of Fall River who are paying good money to 
keep the ERA going— and Incidentally, to keep these officials In 
jobs. 

What should be remembered by these ERA oflitf!«t» «re the tol- 
lowing simple facts: 

They are being paid by the taxpayers! 

Many of them have political plums! 

The men on the work projects are entitled to a chance to 
earn an ERA wage. 

And they should be given every bit as much courtesy and con- 
sideration as these officials expect. 

The quicker the ERA cstnhllshcs a rule that every time a job 
is suspended, there will be an explanation offered the public, the 
better it will be for everyone— especially the ewlvel-chalr bosses In 
the Globe Building!

House Restores Item Provid- 
ing Employment Agency 

Gov. Curley scored his first victory 
in the House yesterday when the 116 
Democrats were joined by 10 Republi- 
cans in a roll call vote to approve the 
item In the general appropriations bill 
which provides funds for the operation 
of an employment agency in the Gover- 
nor's office. The appropriation was 
restored to the budget by a vote of 128 

The 10 Republicans who deserted 
their party leadership on this first test 
vote were Representatives A. M. Bes- 
sette and Leo E. J. Carney of New Bed- 
ford, Burt Dewar, William A. Hastings 
and John V. Kimball of Maiden, Ralph 
Otis of Pittsfleld, Francis J. Kelley of 
North Attleboro, Frank E. MacLean oi 
Lowell, Elmer L. McCulloch of Adams 
and Frederick H. Relnstein of R«vere. 
The Democrats marshalled their full 
strength, while the Republicans had 14 
whose votes were not recorded In the 
roUcall, In addition to the 10 who oe- 
serted. Representative Michael J. Ward 
of Boston, who recently was attacked 
from the Governor's ofBee, not only 
Joined in voting for the Governor's 
item but also took, the floor to speak 
in support of it. 

Tne item had been eliminated from 
the budget by the Hou^e ways and 
means committee and its chairman, 
Representative Albert F, Bigelow of 
Brookline, urged that it be not re- 
stored, not only because it is a need- 
less function but also because the ac- 
tivities of the agency would interfere 
with the operations of the various de- 
partments. I 
On a second rollcall vote, an appro- 
priation was placed in the budget to 
provide for the employment of an "am- 
bassador" at Washington to aid In ob- 
taining for the comm.onwealth the full 
benefit of any federal funds that may 
be available for distribution to the vari- 
ous states. The vote In favoring this 
item was 114 to 107. 

With these two defeats, the ways and 
means committee was forced to stand 
by helplessly while other increases were 
added to the budget on rising votes. 
These included items for a new secre- 
tary for the liieutenant-GrovernoT's of- 
fice; $4000 for the Governor's commit- 
tee on street and highway safety: a 
new executive oflcer in the adjutant 
General's office. 

The chief fight was focused on the 
employment agency. Its abolition was

A sensational, but undefined, charge 
of "moral turpitude" was hurled at Eu-

Feeney declined to disclose the na- 
ture of the charges he has drawn up 
against Hultman, but he was directed 
by the Governor to present full specifi- 
cations to Clarence A. Barnes, Hult- 
man's counsel, next Tuesday to permit 
him to prepare an adequate defence for 
presentation at the removal proceed- 
ings, which were postponed until: 
April 3. { 

AMAZED AT CHARGE | 

This mstponement was in the nature! 
of a teii|)orary victory for Hultman. Hej 
was surprised by Feeney's shouted dec-i 
laration that "there is moral turpitude 
Involved In this case," while observers 
generally were amazed at the sudden- 
ness of the attack. Many observers in- 
terpreted it as a move designed to in- 
timidate Hultman to the extent that he 
would resign before the public hearing. 
Lawyers last night were generally 
confused as to the exact legal meaning 
of "moral turpitude." One competent 
member of the bar said an examination 
of «upr«nie court decisions would »« r«- 
qulred to define the characterization, 
while another said it was all in the 
point of view and that It might range 
from spitting on the sidewalk to steal- 
ing »l,00O.000.

But the American way is different and 
well does John P. Feeney, the governor's 
special counsel, ioiow it. In his long 
practice at the bar he has had frequent 
occasion to invoice every protecting rule 
on behalf of clients charged with crime, 
and he should be one of the last men to 
help tear down anything that Is essen- 
tially right and just in our system. 

The duty of the governor to make nis 
charges specific has become the greater 
because Mr. Feeney has already assumed 
to say that the present case Involves 
"moral turpitude." That goes the limit 
both of vagueness and accusatory force. 
It sounds like one of the current 
speeches on the radio, and very likely 
hjis no more signiflcance. Commissioner 
Hultman is entitled to know what Mr. 
Feeney means, anjj know it promptly. 
Enough efforts have been made on Bea- 
con HIU since Jan. 3, 1D35, to coerce 
citizens and public officials by arousing 
within them that most potent of all psy- 
chological forces, to wit, nameless fear. 
Let the governor bring his charges 'nto 
the open, and bring them like a man.

Confirmation of His 
■^ Successor Held Up 
by Council 



The Executive Council yesterday 
confirmed Governor Ctrrley's ap- 
pointment of Philf])"".^;' 'Chapman to 
be a member of the Boston Finance 
I Commission, to succeed Joseph Mc- 
' Kcnney, but postponed action until 
J next week on the appointment of 
Samuel Kalesky as successor to Ja- 
cob J. Kaplan, who Governor Cur- 
ley contends is not legally a member 
of the, commission because he can- 
not hold three offices. 

Last week the Governor suhniiUed th» 
name of .Mr. Kalesky, contending that 
Judge Kaplan wa.? disqualilled, and 
therefore out of Ihe commission. Since 
that time the Governor has reciuested 
Attorney-General Paul A. Dever for & 
written opinion as to wiiether or not 
Judge Kaplan, by accepting the plac* 
on the Finance Commission, did not dis- 
qualify himself for his place as an as- 
sociate justice of the Dorchester Dis- 
trict Court. 

"We wanted the appointment to lay 
over for another week." said the Gov- 
ernor ajter yesterday's council meet- 
ing, "until we get the written opiniom 
from the attorney-general." 

Republican members of the council, 
however, voted in caucus yesterday to 
lay over until next week both the Kal- 
esky and the Chapman appointments. 
When they came up for consideration 
the council voted, 5 to 4, to lay over 
both appointments for another week. 
Later in the meeting, however, Lieu- 
tenant-Governor Hurley moved recon- 
sideration of the postponement of Mr. 
Chapman's cnnllrmation. 

(jrossman Shifts 

Although all Ave Kepublicans 'haa 
Allied for postponement on the first 
vote, Councillor Joseph B. Grossman 
of Quincy shifted and voted for recon- 
sideration, whlcn carried.

Ouster proceedings against Metropolitan District 
Commissioner Eugene C. Hultman, former police commis- 
sioner, were again postponed two weeks by the executive 
council, yesterday, following the startling statement of 
Atty. John P. Feeney that the charges against him involve 
"moral turpitude." 

Amazement spread through political and official circles yes- 
terday as the full meaning of Atty. Fecney"s accusation was de- 
bated and discussed. 

Atty. Feeney, commissioned by Governor Cuiley to prosecute 
the case against Hultman, was insistent in his statement to the 
governor and council. i 

"This is different from other cases because moral turpitude 
is involved in this case and I want to go on record as saying 
this," Feeney declared. 

DECLINES TO ELABORATE 

Lawyers gave as a legal definition of moral turpitude "any 
offense or wrongdoing that involves a violation of the standards 
of the code of ethics." 

Haltman himself admitted he was unable to understand what 
Feeney meant. 

"What Mr. Feeney referred to when he charged there was 
moral turpitude involved in this case I don't know. I have no 
idea of what he meant. There is no thought in my mind of re- 
signing. I will fight this out to the end." 

Attorney Feeney declined to elaborate upon just what he 
meant by his use of the phrase. But he wanted to be on record as 
having said it. 

He made the statement in pointing out the difference be- 
tween the Hultman case and the removal of Messrs. .Storey and 
Donahue from the Boston Finance Commission. And that differ- 
ence, he said, was that the charges against Hultman involved 
moral turpitude. 

CALLED UNFIT TO HOLD OFFICE 

"From evidence I will draw from the lips of witnesses and 
from other facts, I will show that he is not a proper man to 
hold any public office," Feeney told the Governor's Council, be- 
fore the postponement was agreed upon.

STATE HOUSE, Boston, March 21 
— The House of Representatives yes- 
terday voted to increase state ex- 
penditures $74,810 above the recom- 
mendations made by the Ways and 
Means committee, -several Republi- 
can members voting with Democrats 
favoring expenditures advocated by 
Governor James M. Curley. 

The second victory for Governor 
Curley, tested on a roll call was won 
after the House, by a vote of 114 to 
107, placed' back in the budget the 
Item calling for expenditure of $60,-

$3,000 for a state lobbiest in Wash- 
ington. 

Under the plans outlined, the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
would maintain an "agent," better 
known in political circles as a "lob- 
biest" at WashiJigton to protect the 
rights of the.

It was charged by Democratic 
floor leader Edward J. Kelley that 
Massachusett,s was not getting a 
square deal under jappropriations of 
the national administration, neces- 
sitating employment of a lobbiest 
in the National capital. 

Governor Curley's budget item 
calling for expenditure of $2250 for 
conduct of an employment office 
under the direction of Frank M.

NEW SOURCES OF REVENUE 

A small group of mayors called on Gov. Cur ley last week to discuss '[ 
t.he need of the municipalities for new revenue.' Mayor Mansfield of Bos- 
ton was the .spokesma.!! of the delegation, which included Mayor Bates 
of our city. The mayors pointed out that relief cost.s have' Increased 
$38,000,000, and fhai. revenue from income and corporation taxes, ha« 
fallen off $20,000,000. and argued that ne^v .sources of revenue must be 
provided. Mayor Mansfield, ■\\ho acted a* spokesman, pointed out Uiat 
a. sales tax would relieve the real estat« owners, and the mayors will 
probably opp'ise tlie idea, of placing any further burden on real estate. 

If all the cities and towns would exercise strict, economy, could they 
not pa.y f.heir bills without new t«.xes? Tlie danger Is real, that if new 
ta.xes are impased. ways will be found to .spend the new money, .'.o that 
the finances of tl'ie cities will not be appreciably improved. Perhaps that 
idef) is ^vTong, but it should be carefully considered. 

Whut, shall \7e done if it appears that .some new form of tax is un- 
avoida.ble? Bales taxes on merchandi.se have been strongly opposed, on 
the theory that Uiey bear down too hard on people of small incomes. 
But if people pay no direct taxes, and fail to imderstand the fact tJiat 
they pay heavy ta,xes Indirectly, they are apt to become indifferent about 
ext.ra.vaga.nce, and give t.helr support to candidates who favor wasteful 
spending of money. 

Take the case ol a family with an income ol $1200 a. year. A budget 
for such a family would probably show that at least $700 of tJiat money 
goes for rent, food, and water, which In all probability would be exempt 
from a. sales tax. Probably some oth.er things for which such a family 
pa,ys money would also be exempt. It seems unlikely that the total r.ales 
tax on such a family for a year would exceed $5 or $6 at most. If these 
people axe. voting steadily for policies which add high taxes to their 
owTi rent bill, and which drive industries out of the state that, might 
employ such a. family, the high taxation policy probably cost^s them 10 
to 20 tunes what they would be asked to pay in .such a sales tax. It such 
families could he converted to the cnuse of public economy by a .small ■ 
pales tax, they would be very much the gainers in the long nm. I

Since many of the striking 
ofBcers were young at the time and 
were influenced by an esprit de 
corps, rather than by their own tend- 
encies to Insubordination, it might 
have been Just as welt to let down 
the bars after five years or so.

Now that the Boston Finance 
commission has been reorganized 
so as to be subject to the influence 
of Governor Curley, it is obvious 
t that investigatWn' of certain alleged 
ii regularities during his term of 
office as mayor of Boston will have 
to be carried on in some other way 
than through that commission, if 
the facts are to be brought to light 
at all. It is impossible to escape 
the conclusion th<it these matters 
should be gone into by means of as 
irAipartial an inquiry as is possible. 
Yet, as Governor Curley says. It is 
"all politics"; or rather, not to put 
the case quite so strongly, it is not 
easy to divorce the investigation 
from political bias. Yet there Is a 
fair possibility that the legislative 
inquiry demanded would command 
general respect, especially as the 
Democrats in that body are so 
strong a minority that they would 
be in a position to fight any parti- 
san handling of the case. 

We do not agree in the least with 
Governor Curley that "the whole 
thing was tested out in the last 
campaign," The Farnum report 
was not given out; and, even if it 
had been, only a small proportion 
of the voters would have carefully 
examined it and judged Mr. Curley 
en the basis of allegations therein 
contained with regard to the trans- 
actions of some persons connected 
with his administration. As yet, 
b«! it noted, Mr. Curiey himself has 
not been mentioned as being direct- 
ly responsible for anything that 
may have been out of the way. At 
any rate, as it was brought out in 
New York not so long ago, re-elec- 
tion by the people Is not a full 
vindication on specific charges tliat 
can be proved. Many will feel that 
Governor Curley's reorganization of 
the Finance commission and his op- 
position to any Inquiry indicates a 
consciousness that there may have 
been serious evils In Boston while 
he waa mayor and that, even if he 
waa entirely innocent of corrupt 
practices, the conduct of some of 
those who were close to him would 
reflect discredit on his adminiatra- 
t'on if everything should be brought 
Into the open.

;21 — In his first real test of strength 
jin the House of Representatives, Gov, 
iCurley today emerged triumphant a.= 
'his supix>rters, aided by a small 
group of Republicans, succeeded in 
increasing the budget appropriation 
for the salaries of employes of the 
E-xecutive office. 

The House ways aid mea«is com- 
mittee, which is controlled by the 
Republicans, slashed the appropria- 
tion on the grounds that the employ- 
ment office maintained by the Gover- 
nor as a part of the Executive de- 
partment should be abolished. 

In advocating the retention of the 
employment office. Rep, Edwwd J. 
Kelley of Worcester, Democratic 
leader, called uiwn the House to In- 
crease the appropriation from $38,390 
as approved by the ways and means 
commitec to $40,640. The increase 
was voted by roll call vote, 126-100, 
There are now 125 Republicans and 
118 Democrats in tl^e House member- 
ship.

The postponement comes at a 
time when the House rules com- 
mittee is considering an order to 
continue finance commission inves- 
tigations into Boston affairs and 
follows closely the publication of 
reports as a reeult of the hearing 
naming Edmund L. Dolan, city 
treasurer under Curley as mayor, 
with brokerage activities and se- 
curitiee sales to the city.

J. KeDy pi-oposed to increase the 
state treasurer's appropriation by

ington. An item of $2250 in the 
appropriation for clerical lielp in 
the gxjvernor's office was restored. 
The "ambassador" projxisal, 
which won by the slender margin of 
114 to 107. would keep a represent- 
ative of this state in Washing- 
ton to look out for the interests of 
Massachusetts and aid in securing 
federal funds for the common- 
wealth.

The longest debate was on the 
item of $2250 stricken from the ap- 
propriation for the governor's 
office and designed to support his 
new exevutive employment office. 
Republican leaders argued that 
there should not be an employ- 
ment office in the governor's office, 
since a state employment office is 
already in existence. Further, it 
was argued that when any job is 
established in the state service. It 
is virtually impossible to abolish the 
job at a later date. 

Republicans with a nominal ma- 
jority of eight, were unable to hold 
their lines and the appropriation 
for the governor's office was re- 
stored to its original figure bv a 
\-ote of 126 to 100. Reps. Dole, 
Gunn and Pierce voted against the 
restoration. Kelley then started a 
fight to increase the appropriation 
for the lieutenant-governor's office 
from S4350 to $6150, sayuig extra 
clerical help is required there. Big- 
elow said there was no providing 
for clerical help for governor and 
council, the lieutenant-governor's 
secretary being employed on council 
work. By standing vote of 84 to 65, 
the increase was voted. 

Amendment was moved to provide 
for appropriation of $4000 to meet 
expenses of the governor's commit- 
tee on street atid highway safety, 
to pay bills incurred prior to April 
1 ; it was adopted on voice vote with- 
out debate. 

By rising vote of 73 to 68, House 
adopted amendment increasing 
from $14,000 to $16,000 appropria- 
tion for service of the militia, the 
extra money needed to pay salary 
of Col. Hanken, appointed as Gov. 
Curley's executive officer. 

Adjourmnent was taken to Friday 
at 11 a. m. without other items be- 
ing reached. Kelly said he would 
move to add $60,000 for the Nation- 
al guard camp site on Cape Cod 
and $100,000 for state publicity pur- 
poses, at next session.

of the Executive office. 

The House Ways and Means 
Committee, which is controlled by 
the Republicans, slashed the ap- 
propriation on the grounds that 
the employment office maintained 
by the Governor as a part of the 
Executive department should be 
abolished. 

In advocating the retention of 
the employment office, Represen- 
tative Edward J. Kelley of Worces- 
ter, Democratic floor leader, called 
upon the House to increase the ap- 
propriation from $38,390 as ap- 
proved by the Wave and Means 
Committee to $40,640, an increase 
of $2,2!50.

CURLEY SIGNS 
E GUARD BILL 

One for Every Two Cars- 
Will Cost Company $240,- 
vOOO a Year, Says Dana 

Gov. Curley yesterday .signed the .re- 
called Cajey Elevated bill which pro- 
vides for an increase in the number 
of guards on duty on rapid transit 
trains operated by the Boston Elevated 
Company. Under the terms of the 
measure, the Elevated must employ one 
guard for every two cars Instead of one 
for every four car.s. 

"The car riders are entitled to de- 
cent protection which is not provided 
with only one guard assigned to four 
cars," declared the Governor In dis- 
cussing the mea.sure. 

Realizing the passage of the bill will 
result in additional expense for the 
Boston Elevated, the Governor said he 
thought expenditures for such purposes 
should be borne by the car riders and 
"not taken out of the workers." 

Although it was estimated at the 
Governor's office yesterday the mea.<;ure 
would result in an increased expense 
to the Elevated of $65,000 annually, it 
was openly stated during debate on the 
measure in both branches of the Legii- 
iature that enactment of the bill woiild 
cost the company an additional $140,000 
» year.

Boston Chamber Defends

Facts Again Ignored 



Governor Curley's inaugrural recom- 
mendation t^at tUe State Board of Tax 
Appeals be abolished was vigorously sup- 
ported today at a hearing before the 
legislatli'e committee on State administra- 
tion by John J. Mullen, chairman of the 
Saugus board of assessors. Mullen, in 
a bitter attack on the members of the 
Appeal Board, charged that they were 
not qualified by experience to hand down 
just decisions as to property valuations. 
••Paul TJerney, chairman of the board," 
Mullen declared, "knows no more about 
real estate than I do about building an 
airship, yet the board passes on cases 
which represent municipal valuations of 
more than one billion dollars." 

Mullen asserted that the members of 
the board should be real estate men. 
He told the committee that marsh land 
in Saugus had been assessed at one-tenth 
of a cent a foot, but recently a draw- 
bridge was constructed at the mouth of 
the Saugus River, making the land more 
valuable, and that the assessors had 
sought to increase the valuation to 10 
cents a foot, but the Tax Appeals Board 
decided that the property should not be 
worth more than one-flfth of a cent a 
foot. 

"That vtrdict was rendered before we 
went to trial." Mullen declared. "There 
was something in the woodpile. On the 
other side of the Saugus River the Gen- 
eral Electric property Is valuted at ?1 a 
foot. Millionaires own our land, and so 
the Saugus taxpayers took the licking." 

Mullen said he intended to appeal to 
the governor to remove the members of 
the Tax Appeals Board as a result of 
their decision in the Saugus case. 

Several other speakers, however, de- 
fended the board and strenuously opposisd 
the move to abolish It. Heading the op- 
position was Claude L. Allen, represent- 
ing the Boston Chamber of Commerce, 
who declared that the chamber believed 
that the board was "a necessary part of 
the tax system of the State and an Indis- 
pensable protection to all classes of tax- 
payers." 

He asserted that the chamber was as 
firmly convinced today as It was when it 
advocated the establishment of the board 
Ave years ago that It was a wise provi- 
sion of the law. 

"Local assessors are bound by their 
oaih of office to assess property at its 
fair cash value," ho said. "We are con- 
vinced that in no city where the asses- 
sors have made an earnest effort to pro- 
ceed on that basis has there been a 
just cause of complaint with the decisions 
of the Board of Tax Appeals. 

"The troub:e comes in the cases where 
the assessors Ignore or disregard change 
in value. 

"Men of Ability" on Board

Not only does the governor waive this 
evidence, but his statement overlooks 
a categoric fact. Governor Curley knows 
full well that with the public trusteeship 
of the Elevated now operating at a 
deficit, not a single dollar of added 
expense falls on the car-riders. Every 
dollar comes out of the taxpayers of 
Boston and the other cities and towns 
served by the Elevat«d. The public 
treasury was forced to contribute $1,464,- 
• 489 for the road's losses in 1934. and now 
in the heavily over-burdened year of 
' 1935 the governor would add to the tax- 
! payers' load a sum conservatively 
I estimated at $132,000. 

That is the inescapable result unless, 
; of course, the governor means that the 
car riders should bear the extra ex- 
pense in the form of an increase of 
fares. But can anyone imagine his ex- 
cellency calling for a 15-cent fare? 
Everyone knows that the charge today 
is all the traffic will bear, and the gov- 
ernor would not think of increasing It. 
Against the plain facts of the situation, 
he merely talks as though the facts did 
not exist. "Expenditures for such pur- 
poses should be borne by the car riders." 
This particular matter may not have 
great significance, but such mental tac- 
tics on the part of men in high gov- 
ernmental ofllce, over-riding truth and 
logic, are of the most serious Import. 
They threaten unsound handling of any 
and aU legislation. They are of a piece 
with the drive for abolition of the State 
Board of Tax Appeals which came on 
for hearing at the State House today. 
Here again the effort is to pretend that 
facts, even overwhelming facts, do not 
exist. In the face of case after case in 
which real estate today is losing money, 
and could not possibly be sold for any- 
thing like the value placed upon it for 
tax purposes, the governor always speaks 
of every effort to secure a reduced as- 
sessment as though it were criminal. Of 
course it is nothing of the sort. If special 
favor be used or sought in asking an 
abatement, the procedure Is wrongful. 
But if sound evidence is offered to show 
that the existing tax is driving the own- 
ers to bankruptcy, no cause could \xi 
more rightful.

Who Will Guard The Taxpayer? 



The bill signed by the GQVOTi.)rJ^hursday providing for an 
increase in tl:,e number of guards on rapid transit trains operated 
by the Boston Elevated is a servile sop to labor. The taxpayer 
will of course pay the bill of $140,000 a year minimum because with 
the road operating at a deficit, and the deficits required by law 
to be assessed against the municipalities served, this padding of 
the payroll by decree of a fawning legislature means higher taxes 
tliroughout Metropolitan Boston. The extra guards, one for 
every two cars instead of one for four, are needed for the car 
rider's protection, says the Governor. But isn't it about time 
that somebody guarded the taxpayer's interests, too? 

If the employment of additional guards meant increased 
service to the public, there would be Jess cause for complaint. 
However, service will not thereby be increased at all. As for the 
protection of the car-rider, the Elevated recently installed a 
multiple control system, at a cost af $300,000, which has halved 
the number of door accidents, from an average of around 700 a 
year in the seven or eight years to ]933, inclusive, to 350 in 1934 
Rapid Transit trains in New York have one guard to eight or 
10 cars as contrasted with a guard for each two cars as required i 
by the new law for Boston. j 

It is not at all unlikely that the number of door accidents is I 
at present less than it will be with the additional guards. When ' 
street railways began to convert their cars from two-man opera- 
tion to one man, a great hue and cry went up that accidents would 
inevitably be more numerous, but records prove that just the 
opposite happened. Centralizing the operating responsibility 
resulted in fewer rather than more mishaps. 

To meet Boston Elevated deficits for the three years ended 
June 30, 1934, the taxpayers of Boston and 12 surrounding cities 
and towns, had to dig down into their pockelfl to the tune of more 
than $6,000,000. Possibly another million and a half or so will 
be added to the collective tax bill of Metropolitan Boston when 
the Elevated casts up its accounts for the year ended June 30 
next. These deficits of course to a large extent reflect conditions 
beyond the control of the management, which has nevertheless 
managed to effect very large operating savings in recent years 
l^ut every taxpayer in the Elevated's territory should clearly 
understand that when the legislature adds $140,000 a year 
minimum to the Elevated payroll it is in eflTect using the "tax- 
payer's money as an enticement for the political support of 
labor.

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What About It? 

fNo Racing, No Revenue 
Bay State May Be Stuck 
Commission Has Spent $10,000 
-,. ' By Hy Hurwitz — 



THE passage of the Parimutuel Betting bill, which legalized 
gambling on horse and dog racing, may result in the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts taking it on the chin to the extent of 
several tlaousands of dollars. 

Last Fall, as soon as the citizens of the Commonwealth had 
cast their ballots in favor of the bill, the then Governor, Joseph 
B, Ely. appointed a Racing Commission. Secretaries, assistant sec- 
retaries, investigators and clerks were subsequently hired. The 
Racing Commission took a trip to Florida to learn the ins-and-outs 
of horre and dog racing. 

All this thus far has cost the Commonwealth a pretty penny. 
The expense of the commission to date has exceeded $10,000 and it 
is growing daily. The money already expended was advancd the 
commission as the expected cut for the State from the money 
wagered on the nags and pups figured to be considerably higher 
than the expense of running the commission. In ^her words, the 
commission was to pay for itself. • 

Little Chance of Dog Racing 

TO date the income of the commission is exactly zero and the 
prospects of an increase in income are decidedly poor. Acting 
within the law, the commission issued licenses to five applicants 
for dog trscks. Work on the tracks was to start by March 1. This 
is March 22. Work has not yet begun and the chances that a dog 
track will be constructed are slimmer than a sheet of copy paper. 

Some time today the Racing Commission is to grant public 
hearing to tlio recipients of licenses. The hearings were called to 
give the operators the chance to show why their licenses should 
not be revoked. One legal battle has been won by the dog track 
operators, but they are apt to run into a stumbling block with the 
commission as they were scheduled to file plans for the building 
of their tracks, equipment, etc, shortly after receiving their 
licenses. It is now more than a month since thd licenses were 
granted, and as yet none of the promoters have handed in their 
building plans. 

Then again, the State Legislature has a bill before it which 
would prevent the dogs from running until the citizens have an- 
other chance to vote on the legality of the pari-mutuel betting 
law as applied to dogs. Early next week a Legislative Commission 
is due to report on the pending bill as introduced by a member of 
the State Senate. Certainly the outlook for the dogs is decidedly 
dark. 

East Boston Site Too Expensive | 

NOW how about the horses? 
Applications to conduct running horse meets (which is 
the greatest revenue producer) have been submitted to the Rac- 
ing Commission by four parties. The proposed tracks were to 
be built in Norwood, Sharon, Medford and East Boston. The law 
allows for only 70 days of racing. At least 60 days are required 
to make any single track a financial success and if there is any 
running horse racing in the State, it will be on just one track. 
Of the faur proposed sites, one is definitely out. A few weeks 
ago the Sharon town fathers ruled that the proposed location for 
the track in their territory was inside a restricted zone and no 
track could be erected there. 

East Boston is the spot favored by GovCurley because of 
the benefits that would come to Suffolk CouBty and several of 
the transportation companies which are running at a deficit. But 
before those back of the East Boston track put in a cent they're 
going to find out how lonfe pari-mutuel betting will be legal. 

The cost of erecting a track in East Boston will be approxi- 
mately $500,000 larger than a track elsewhere in the State. 
The filling of the mud flats would require an enormous amount 
of cash. Several of the operators interested in the Noddle Island 
site believe this extra outlay would pay for itself if pari-mutuel 
bet'ing can be assured for 10 years. But they are not sure it will 
last that long. 

O'Hara Not Seeking License 
T AST week Walter E. O'Hara, who operated the successful 
■L> Narragansett Park in Rhode Island, withdrew from the East- 
ern Racing Association, which has designs on the Suffolk Downs 
track in East Boston. O'Hara, who knows his horse customers, 
now believes it would be a waste of currency to build in East 
Boston, although he once favored the site. Through an attorney, 
O'Hara announced that he has an option on some land in Natick 
and if he received a license he would build a track there. How- 
ever, O'Hara has not as yet filed an application for a license. 

Many people are of the opinion that O'Hara would not feel 
too bad if Massachusetts did not have a track at all. Narragan- 
sett paid for itself the first year. All the profits from now on 
are gravy. A track in Massachusetts might cut in on those 
profits. 

Those back of the Norwood track claim they have the neces- 
sary cash to start immediate operations. But a track in Nor- 
wood wouldn't help the local transportation companies that ar« 
in the red and it would not add any revenue to the East Boston 
tunnel. 

Because of the many involved angles— and they are getting 
more involved daily— it is reasonable to assume that Massachu- 
i'etts will have neither horse nor dog racing with pari-mutuel 
betting this year. Therefore, the voters who last Fall legalized 
gambling on the gee-gees and bow-wows to increase the Common- 
walth's revenue and reduce taxation, may bring about a revere* 
situation.

Ely also assailed curley for the 
lattcr's attempt to remove Eugene C. 
Hultman a^ chalrm.in of the Metro- 
politan District comlssion. Ely named 
Hultman, then Boston police commis- 
sioner, to the past in the dying hours 
of his administration and Curley, 
upon taking office, began ouster pro- 
ceedings against him. 

The Dolan and Hultman affairs, 
Ely B.s,scrted "will waken Massachu- 
.setLs voters from their slumbers." 
Ely .said he would not be a candidate 
in 1936 but he expressed a belief 
Ciirley would seek a second term. Ely 
,served two terms and refused to be a 
candidate for the third. 

Although both are DcmocraU'i, Ely 
and Curley have never been political 
friends.

What liquor Mr. Hultman 
drank, he bought at ... " and Mr. 
Barnes named an old reliable 
grocery firm. 

"As a matter of fact," he con- 
tinued, "I don't know that Mr. 
Hultman took a drink while he 
was Police Commissioner." 
I'ut Bottles In Bag 

William H. Gowell, property 
clerk of the Police Department 
and custodian ot seized liquors, 
admitted to Att.v. Feeney that he 
placed selected bottles ot liquor 
in ft bag belonging to the Police 
Commissioner and railed in Sergt. 
John F. Lyons to yilace the bag in 
Hultman's automobile, according 
to the charges. 

Sergt. Lyons vigorously denied 
he knew tnat the bag contained 
lifiuor when he took it from the 
property clerk's office to the com- 
missipncr's car. He did admit 
that he carried the bag, it was 
learned. It is expected that liofh 
Sergt. Lyons and Mr. (iowell will 
he summoned to the hearing to 
testify. 

Word of what the "moral turpi- 
tude" charge against Hultman 
would be spread throughout the 
Police department yesterday. It 
became a subject ot common com- 
ment yesterday afternoon in the 
corridors of Police Headquarters, 
althought neither Mr. Gowell or 
Sergt. Lyons would comment up- 
on it. 

Next Tuesday Atty, Feeney will 
draw up the charges against Hult- 
man and make a copy of them for 
admission to Atty.

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York Praises CCC 
In His Report To 
iGover^nor Curley 

BOSTON, March 22— The policy 
of forest development in Massachu- 
setts by the CCC "has been amaz- 
ingly justified," State Conservation 
Commissioner Samuel A. York 
stated in his annual report to the 
governor today. 

York had high praise for the 
work of the CCC. His enumeration j 
of projects accomplislicd by the 
CCC included construction of 202 
miles of road; building of 288 water 
holes and ponds, many of which arc 
large enough for fishing and boat- 
ing and all of which reduce f^re 
hazard in the woods; silvicultural 
work on 88.^6 acres; combat of the 
gypsy moth over 105,644 acres; con- 
struction of 12 log cabins, 90 tent- 
ing sites, 16 bathing beaches, 66 
picnic groves, ,50 park areas, 131 
foot bridges and .'=..5 vehicle bridges; 
and laying of 36 miles of fire lines. 

"Tlie result of this policy of de« 
veloping the forests for recreation 
has been amazingly justified," he 
said. "We have now come to the 
pooint where wc must look ahead. 
We have discovered that recreation 
is the most important by-product 
of our forest area. 

"The question becomes one of 
future plans and what the Depart- 
ment of Conservation can do to fill 
the positive need that exists. With 
this in mind all previous land-use 
plans have been studied for the last 
year and finally the 'Massaichusetts 
plan' has been evolved. 

"That plan calls for the creation 
of 2fi State reservations located in 
such a way that no center of popu- 
lation will be farther than 20 miles 

from a State forest park." 
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WORK, WAGES AND INCREASED 
TAXES 

GoveAor Curley will get the necessary ap- 
propriation for his personal employment 
agency which he set up in the State House.

Gov Curley's strength In the Tower 
branch ofThe Legislature was de- 
veloped beyond dispute in the action 
of the House on two questicnable 
items in the general appropriation 
bill. Fund.s were provided, by a 
vote of 126 to 100, for the support 
of the employment agency tvhich 
the governor has established in his 
own office. Money was also voted 
for the payment of $5000 a year to 
an official "embassador" in Wash- 
ington. The House is nominally 
under Republican control; the 
speaker and the chairman of the 
ways and means committee are both 
Republicans. But the House proved 
to be pro-Curley on both the items 
mentioned. 

The Curley employment agency at 
the State House may have some 
justification. If a swarm of jobless 
people dog the governor, appealing 
for work, he may need special facil- 
ities in dealing with them. But is 
it not true that the governor's per- 
sonal unemployment agency is for 
Democrats mainly, if not only?
